PREFACE 


etwork marketing is simply defined as the movement 

of products or services from the manufacturer to the 

ultimate consumer through a network of independent 
distributors. Whether they realize it or not, most people are 
already involved in some form of network marketing on a 
daily basis. For example, if a new restaurant opens in your 
town and you try it and like it, you are sure to recommend it 
to your friends. Because of your endorsement, your friends 
decide to visit the restaurant, which then benefits from your 
word-of-mouth recommendation. Your enthusiastic referral 
has resulted in an increase in business for the restaurant. Sim- 
ilarly, when you see a good movie, you tell others, who decide 
to see it because of your suggestion. In so many areas of our 
daily lives, we recommend products and services we like to 
others. The manufacturer or owner of these products and ser- 
vices benefits as a result of this behavior. The only difference 
between this casual recommending and formalized network 
marketing is that network marketing companies actually pay 
their independent associates for recommending the products 
and services they gladly share with others because of their sat- 
isfaction with them. 

More than $85 billion worth of goods and services are dis- 
tributed each year worldwide via the structure of Direct Sell- 
ing, in which the representatives who offer these products to 
others are paid through compensation plans based upon net- 
work marketing. Network marketing products are known for 
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being unique, of the highest quality, and backed by a money- 
back guarantee. There are literally thousands of products and 
services successfully recommended to millions of satisfied 
customers through the vehicle of network marketing. These 
products and services are too vast in nature for me to mention 
all that are offered but range from nutritional and weight loss 
products to pet-care, household, and personal care products 
to telephone and electric service to travel and health or legal 
insurance plans, to name just a few categories. 

In America alone, someone new starts their own home- 
based network marketing business every 11 seconds. Fifty-five 
percent of Americans have purchased a network marketing 
product or service. More than 13 million people participated 
in network marketing sales in 2003. Each of these people 
wants the same thing: a step-by-step plan to show them how 
they can be successful in creating a life-changing income 
from home. This book speaks directly to this need. 

Network marketing has often been called The People’s 
Franchise because it allows almost anyone to get started in 
a business possessing the potential for extraordinary success 
with a small, low-risk investment. Indeed, the benefits of 
network marketing, in contrast to traditional franchising, 
are many: 


m Low startup costs typically of a few hundred dollars com- 
pared to franchise fees typically ranging from $50,000 to 
$1 million or more 

= No employees in contrast to the hassle of hiring, firing, 
and managing employees 

m Flexible hours as opposed to a fixed, full-time retailer’s 
schedule 

m T'he ability to leverage your time and efforts by earning in- 
come from the efforts of many others 
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m ‘Tremendous tax advantages allowing you to potentially 
write off your lifestyle 

m Freedom of choice in determining with whom, where, 
and when you work 

m Unlike traditional franchising, no need to pay royalties 
back to your parent company 

m The potential for the creation of long-term residual in- 
come, allowing you to profit from the efforts of those you 
introduce, even if you should eventually opt to retire from 
actively building your business 


However, in spite of the many benefits that network mar- 
keting offers, many, if not most who pursue a home-based 
business, struggle, suffer, and fail in their efforts to build sig- 
nificant wealth. 

The reasons for these widespread failures and unrealized 
expectations are clear. With a traditional franchise, every sin- 
gle aspect of what to do is clearly spelled out for the franchise 
owner. For example, if you decided to spend a half-million 
dollars or more to purchase a McDonald’s franchise, you'd re- 
ceive specific training on every aspect of running your busi- 
ness. You’d follow a detailed layout for the setup of your 
restaurant. You’d be given a manual that teaches you what in- 
gredients and amounts go into each menu item. You'd learn 
where the french-fry maker goes, what your employees need 
to wear, and what they say to customers. You’d be schooled in 
how to up-sell customers and how to greet and thank them for 
their patronage. Every aspect of running a successful McDon- 
ald’s franchise would be laid out for all franchisees to follow 
exactly to the letter. 

In contrast, most who become involved in network mar- 
keting do not approach their businesses by following the 
structure of a proven system that would dramatically increase

their odds of success. They dabble or experiment. They speak 
to people when it’s convenient to do so ... and it rarely is! 
They treat their businesses more like a sometime hobby than 
the daily pursuit of a serious profession. And, most impor- 
tantly, they lack a detailed support system to follow that 
would insure their success by allowing them to train others in 
this same successful methodology that they themselves fol- 
low. This book fills this need. 

It does so by outlining the core seven steps or founda- 
tional areas that can allow anyone to duplicate the behaviors 
necessary to build a large, thriving network marketing busi- 
ness. All too often, distributors are left on their own to find a 
way to make their businesses work successfully. Many will 
not know how to generate sufficient qualified leads needed 
to stay in massive daily action. They might create a list of 
names but lack credibility with the prospects they approach. 
Maybe they'll dump information on others without first de- 
veloping rapport or listening to what’s important to their 
prospects. Perhaps they'll lack the enrollment skills to create 
value and effectively guide a conversation to a productive 
conclusion. They may lack a compelling vision. They may 
not be sufficiently self-motivated. They may fail to inspire 
others to step into a leadership role. There are literally a 
thousand pitfalls that can derail even the most excited new 
distributor’s hopes and dreams, causing him to quit like the 
vast majority who tried network marketing but found that 
“no one wanted to do it.” 

Building an ultrasuccessful business goes beyond just 
learning what to say and do. It requires internalizing a num- 
ber of critical foundational principles or distinctions. The 
extent to which a distributor possesses these distinctions will 
determine the level of wealth and accomplishment she will 
create in her business. These success principles are mas- 
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tered through the process of consistent daily prospecting, 
follow-up, training, and coaching actions—in combination 
with an effective personal development program. This book 
provides those interested in acquiring these success distinc- 
tions with the specific tools essential for building a network 
marketing dynasty. 

Like any other worthwhile training or personal develop- 
ment program, there is no arriving, only the continual 
process of learning, growing, and expanding in knowledge, 
wisdom, and effectiveness. This book is written to serve as a 
network marketing “bible” for both seasoned veterans and 
new, first-time distributors alike. The principles outlined ap- 
ply equally to all companies and can serve as a duplicable 
road map leading to the creation of a solid, built-to-last orga- 
nization that will increase in size and value over time: a net- 
work marketing dynasty. 

Like any other successful undertaking, the first step in 
building your dynasty must start with visioning. By gaining 
clarity about your reasons for becoming involved, you'll be 
able to expound upon your initial goals to weave them into a 
compelling and inspirational vision. Such a vision will both 
motivate you to do the daily tasks necessary to bring about 
your success and inspire the future business partners you'll 
attract to create visions of their own. Powerful visions go well 
beyond goal setting. They fuel the positive expectations of 
success required to align actions with desires. Visions are the 
stuff that leadership is made of. Network marketing dynasties 
are created only by visionary leaders who breed other self- 
motivated visionary leaders who operate from a commitment 
to massive action until their dynasty is well-established and 
on autopilot. 

All true visions inspire action. Without a plan that is 
consistent with realizing one’s vision, the probability of 
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manifesting these dreams is vastly diminished. A vision with- 
out consistent and persistent daily, grounded actions is not 
really a vision at all. It is only a nice idea that will soon evap- 
orate into the ether, since it is based upon convenience 
rather than commitment. 

Not only must any action plan be consistent (day in and 
day out) and persistent (until the job is done) but it must also 
be effective as well. It has been said that the definition of in- 
sanity is doing the same ineffective actions over and over and 
expecting a different result. All effective action plans are dy- 
namic by nature. They adapt to regular feedback regarding 
what’s working while continually evaluating what’s missing, 
that if put into place, would generate the result desired. Effec- 
tive network marketing plans take into account every impor- 
tant aspect of prospecting, follow-up, and training required in 
building a successful business. 

The first and most critical of these disciplines is prospect- 
ing. Over-the-top success in this industry requires speaking 
with massive numbers of prospects—enough required to 
identify those individuals who will develop into on-fire, effec- 
tive leaders. A successful plan will encompass how many peo- 
ple you will speak with, detail where you will obtain your 
prospects, clarify what you will say to them, and specify how 
you will support them in the evaluation, training, and eventu- 
ally, the business-building process. 

However, to build a true network marketing dynasty, just 
hitting the numbers alone is not enough. We must be effec- 
tive in our conversations, adept at creating value, and gen- 
uinely interested in the success of the people with whom we 
will partner. Enrollment is the fine art that separates those 
who struggle, suffer, and fail, ineffective in their attempts to 
convince others of the value of their company’s income op- 
portunity from those who attract others with the magnetic 
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charisma of a skilled enroller. Those who have mastered this 
art are seen as attractive business partners. 

Enrollment success and the charismatic magnetism nec- 
essary to attract others into your business is not some mysteri- 
ous or elusive gift that only a blessed few born leaders possess. 
It is a skilled and detailed art that can be learned by anyone 
willing to become a student of this discipline. I break down 
the components of a successful enrollment conversation so 
that you can both learn to become a master in the enrollment 
arts and be able to train and coach others to duplicate the 
same high levels of success you'll enjoy. 

Success in network marketing is all about duplication. 
Once you've mastered enrollment, you'll want to create struc- 
tures to support your organization to gain the necessary busi- 
ness-building distinctions. I outline a complete training 
structure that will support the education and championing of 
your distributors as they step into the position of being em- 
powered, self-motivated leaders in massive action of their 
own. My training structure will facilitate building both at a lo- 
cal as well as a long-distance level. I discuss exactly how to 
groom your people to grow in their skills, confidence, and 
commitment levels, no matter where they live or what their 
prior experiences or levels of expertise. 

Of course, your organization will grow only as rapidly as 
you do personally. Rather than focus just on training, I discuss 
exactly how you can create an effective personal development 
program to support your own growth and effectiveness and 
that of your team. You'll learn how to implement daily struc- 
tures to identify where your personal effectiveness with others 
may be lacking. I outline a number of feedback programs to 
assist you to identify those elements that need further devel- 
opment to support the creation of your multimillion dollar or- 
ganization. You'll discover the top 50 qualities that are critical 
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to achieving top success in this business, and you'll be able to 
identify which of these qualities would most impact your own 
business growth. You'll learn the importance of listening to 
others, how to bring out the best in them, and to champion 
them to achieve levels of success that they hadn’t dreamed 
possible. 

Ultimately, you'll learn the secrets to effective leadership 
required to take your team to new heights. You'll uncover the 
strategies necessary to build leaders and learn how to lead 
this charge by example, as you inspire those around you with 
actions consistent with the leader you have declared yourself 
to be. In network marketing, our incomes are directly pro- 
portional to the numbers of inspired and inspirational lead- 
ers we develop. Building to the dynasty level will necessitate 
an effective structure for producing an unending stream of 
self-motivated leaders who eventually assume the prominent 
role you once held with your team. Each will learn to step 
into a prominent leadership role to build a successful team 
themselves while championing others to do the same. The 
difference between any person being just a distributor or de- 
claring themselves to be a leader always begins with the deci- 
sion to lead. When a distributor makes the decision to be a 
leader, she might regularly ask herself the question, “What 
actions are consistent with my decision to be a leader?” We'll 
explore more closely what this decision might look like, in 
Chapter 7. 

When you commit to building your own dynasty by im- 
plementing these seven essential steps and training your 
team to duplicate your success by following the same system, 
you will have taken the mystery out of what is required to 
build a multimillion dollar network marketing organization. 
This book can serve as the turnkey system that will lead to 
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your organization duplicating itself on purpose by following 
a proven program that works. By taking on the science of de- 
liberately putting into place each of the elements essential to 
support achievement, you will have set the stage for others to 
do as you have done and to enjoy success of their own.

INTRODUCTION: THE PROMISE 
OF NETWORK MARKETING 


s network marketing, or multilevel marketing (MLM) as it 

was often referred to in years past, a legitimate vehicle that 

most anyone can use to create wealth from home? Or is it 
instead a black hole of frustration whereby the vast majority 
who pursue its seductive promises of economic and time free- 
dom attempt to build wealth to various extents but never ac- 
tually achieve the levels of success that they once dreamed of 
attaining? The reality of the situation is that it can be both! 
The fact that some are able to realize vast success, amass great 
wealth, and live the so-often-promised “life of choice” while 
many others struggle and eventually quit with little to show 
for their efforts, is not typically the result of luck or of chance. 

To the contrary, there are many good reasons for the real- 
ization of either outcome. Network marketing, like other 
skilled professions, is both an art and a science. There are 
solid, predictable reasons why some people succeed in achiev- 
ing the promises of wealth, the satisfaction of fun and fulfilling 
work, and the treasured time freedom that this industry can of- 
fer, while others put out a valiant effort, only to fail. 

This book outlines a detailed 7-Step System to take the 
mystery out of why some are able to amass life-changing wealth 
and live the lifestyle of their fondest dreams. It is no wonder 
why such achievers would see this industry as a means to fun 
and freedom. The 7-Step System that follows is the result of 14 
years of personal experience in building a multimillion dollar 
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network. It is a compilation of the training of dozens of top 
network marketing leaders and thousands of hours of learning 
firsthand what works and what does not. 

If you might be thinking that the training and coaching tips 
that follow are only effective for the elite, superbly gifted indi- 
viduals, allow me to dispel this myth by sharing my story. I was 
first introduced to network marketing in 1991 when I answered 
a classified advertisement in a niche magazine. At the time, I 
was what most would consider a very successful dentist, earn- 
ing a high six-figure yearly income. The problem I wrestled 
with was not the money. It was the stress, the physically de- 
manding nature of the job (my neck and back problems were 
constant) and the responsibility of managing a team of 15 den- 
tal professionals. I didn’t just own my business; my business 
owned me. ‘Time freedom was something only others enjoyed. 

So when I first learned of the possibilities that network mar- 
keting provided in terms of replacing my earned income with a 
residual income that would allow me the time freedom to do 
what I wanted to do, when I wanted to do it, the notion of walk- 
ing away from the stresses and challenges of owning and operat- 
ing a large dental practice was quite appealing. There was one 
small challenge. I was a shy introverted dentist with poor rap- 
port building and communications skills and no clue regarding 
what it would take to build a million dollar network marketing 
dynasty. And I was scared to death to speak with people! Like so 
many others, I was afraid to approach my friends and family, 
fearing that they wouldn't like me if I prospected them or they 
might take offense to my boldness in trying to get them to do 
something that they had no interest in doing. But what was even 
more frightening to me was the prospect of having to speak with 
strangers. In short, I was not exactly the type of person you'd bet 
the family fortune on if you had to predict my success in this 
arena. In fact, one of my mentors, Randy Anderson, still takes 
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pride in telling large audiences how I couldn’t successfully lead 
three people in silent prayer! 

So how could one with such overwhelming fears and defi- 
ciencies not only learn how to become successful in network 
marketing but also actually hope to teach and inspire others 
to become successful? The answer was to break down every 
element that would be needed to achieve success, to under- 
take a rigorous program of personal development, and to 
learn it so well that I could teach it to others to duplicate. I 
believed that if I could become successful in an industry 
where effective communication, relationship building, and 
leadership principles were so important, then so could just 
about anyone else who was equally committed to studying the 
same foundational principles while applying them daily in 
building a networking dynasty. 

My study of what it takes to be effective in building a large 
networking organization continues to this day. In some areas, 
I’ve become quite proficient, while in others, I remain a self- 
declared neophyte. As you will read in the pages that follow, I 
have learned that success in this industry results from mastery of 
seven different yet related disciplines. Master these seven and 
you will be successful. Of course, these steps to success are all 
predicated upon two core principles we explore in great detail: 


1. Massive, consistent, and persistent action 
2. Working on your personal effectiveness with others on a 
daily basis 


We must formulate the habit of continually looking at 
what’s working in our business and in our personal commu- 
nication. At the same time, we must also look for what might 
be missing, that if put into place, would better support our 
productivity and personal effectiveness. By doing so, we 
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can’t help but fuel the engine of constant and never-ending 
improvement. 

Our industry boasts a considerable number who earn up 
to $1 million per year while a few individuals earn this same 
staggering sum each and every month! Of course, there are 
many more networkers who earn between $1,000 and 
$10,000 per month. However, the vast majority who start a 
network marketing business quit before reaching the levels of 
success they once hoped to attain upon joining. As a rule, 
these people typically lack the motivation, effort, training, 
and personal effectiveness skills to achieve the incomes they 
want. Like ones in other respected professions, those who 
lack sufficient ambition or seriousness in the pursuit of their 
business building are destined to give up before sponsoring 
that ace who will go on to build a lasting networking dynasty. 
The good news is that anyone possessing the self-motivation 
to stay in action for the long term while willing to be coached 
to build an ultrasuccessful business can be taught to do so. It 
requires committing to a consistent effort in following the 7- 
Step System outlined in this book while becoming a perpet- 
ual student of this great profession. Before we look at these 
steps to success in greater detail, let’s examine the vehicle that 
makes this success possible—the network marketing concept. 

Network marketing was first pioneered in the United States 
more than 50 years ago. It is a form of direct selling formulated 
around the concept of developing satisfied customers who are 
happy to share their enthusiasm for products they like (as well 
as for an income opportunity that results from marketing these 
superior products) with others who likewise do the same. Net- 
work marketers are typically not professional salespeople. Most 
are not full-time or even part-time, but some-time independent 
representatives who do not like to sell at all. Though network 
marketers are encouraged to sell their products or services, 
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there are no quotas and no exclusive territories. It is, in fact, 
possible to be extremely successful in this business by simply 
using the products personally, recommending them (along 
with the income opportunity) to others, and sponsoring those 
interested in earning an income. One need not necessarily 
sponsor a lot of business builders to be quite successful. Many 
who earn $10,000 or more monthly in network marketing have 
sponsored only four to six leaders who have gone on to sponsor 
a handful of others. Success builds as a lot of people use their 
company’s products daily and sponsor a few other like-minded 
entrepreneurs who duplicate this same behavior. 

In network marketing, fortunes are created in a manner 
similar to the concept of compounding interest, based upon 
the doubling effect. Successful representatives sponsor a few 
other representatives who sponsor a few others and so on. As 
the numbers of each subsequent generation of representatives 
grow, with many sponsoring others in continuing succession, 
an organization is created that grows well beyond the efforts 
of any one individual. 

Here’s a typical model showing the doubling effect and 
the power of geometric progression:

Sponsor 4 others 

Who each sponsor 4 others . . . or 16 representatives 
Who each sponsor 4 others . . . or 64 representatives 
Who each sponsor 4 others . . . or 256 representatives 
Who each sponsor 4 others . . . or 1,024 representatives

As the original sponsor, you identify your four individuals 
willing to commit to three core behaviors: using your company’s 
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products or services, recommending them to others, and sponsor- 
ing other individuals interested in earning an income from 
these same efforts. You probably won’t know many or possibly 
any of the 256 or 1,024 representatives who show up in your or- 
ganization on your lower levels. They'll result from your actions 
of identifying your four business builders who duplicate this 
prospecting and enrolling behavior. 

Of course, no actual organization will look exactly like 
this or any other growth model. Each organization consists of 
individuals with various levels of ambition, interpersonal 
skills, and effectiveness. Some individuals will sponsor many 
others. Some will sponsor only a few. And many will never 
sponsor anyone else at all! 

This doubling concept can be illustrated by the replica- 
tion cycle of the simple pond lily. This plant continues to 
grow and produce a copy of itself on a daily basis. For exam- 
ple, on day 1, there may be | lily present on the pond. By day 
2, there are 2. Day 3 brings 4 plants. Day 4 shows 8. And so 
on. Because of the doubling effect, on the day following the 
one in which half of the pond’s surface area is covered by 
lilies, the entire pond’s surface is covered with plants. 

This compounding effect also produces another remark- 
able phenomenon. Initially, utilizing just your own efforts, it 
will take significant exertion to grow your organization’s num- 
bers. ‘This is best accomplished through massive, sustained 
action. However, as you enroll other business builders, you 
now have many who are working to duplicate your own ef- 
forts. As they continue to enroll others, your group continues 
to grow geometrically. At some point in the process, the mo- 
mentum of the doubling effect kicks in. At this point, your or- 
ganization starts to grow by leaps and bounds. More and 
more partners flow into your team and more result, in turn, 
from each of their efforts. Before long, your group is growing 
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without your own personal labors. We discuss in further detail 
how to generate this rapid momentum in your business. 

Since the 1950s, network marketing has survived numer- 
ous legal challenges. A set of very specific rules and regula- 
tions have been laid down to distinguish the many legitimate, 
ethical network marketing companies from the illegal pyra- 
mid schemes and chain letter deals. These schemes have tar- 
nished the entire industry’s reputation and continue to 
detract from the solid, reputable companies. They confuse 
the general public about what is legal and legitimate in a cus- 
tomer referral type of business. 

In the United States, the Direct Selling Association 
(DSA) sets the high standards to which ethical network mar- 
keting companies subscribe. The DSA has been in existence 
for more than 100 years, and about 150 of the most proven, 
ethical, and successful U.S. companies are members who 
agree to abide by the code of ethics this organization sets 
forth. These companies comprise about 90 percent of the 
U.S. sales volume traded by all network marketing compa- 
nies. The Associations mission is “To protect, serve, and pro- 
mote the effectiveness of member companies and the 
independent business people they represent. To ensure that 
the marketing by member companies of products and/or the 
direct sales opportunity is conducted with the highest level of 
business ethics and service to consumers.” 

Representatives of DSA companies agree to the following 
high standards: * 


m ‘Tell your potential customers who you are, why yow're ap- 
proaching them and what products you are selling. 


m Explain how to return a product or cancel an order.

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m Respect the privacy of your customers by calling at a time 
that is convenient for them. 

m Promptly end a demonstration or presentation at the re- 
quest of your customer. 

m Provide accurate and truthful information regarding the 
price, quality, quantity, performance, and availability of 
your product or service. 

m Offer a written receipt in language your customers can 
understand. 

m Provide your name and contact information, as well as 
the contact information of the company you represent. 

= Offer a complete description of any warranty or guarantee. 


Non-DSA member network marketing companies are es- 
timated to comprise only about 10 percent of all direct sales 
made in the United States, though they are thought to be 
about 1,500 in number. Many of these companies are small 
and poorly funded. As a result, there is often a high failure 
rate with most of them going out of business within their first 
three years. Such high turnover has served to give the entire 
industry a bad reputation. Every time a poorly managed com- 
pany fails, so do all its distributors along with it. They are 
forced to painfully watch all their past efforts and the organi- 
zations they toiled to build dissolve into oblivion. This epi- 
demic underscores the need to select a well-financed, ethical 
company with an extraordinary product line and sound busi- 
ness plan. When an independent distributor chooses a stable 
company to build in, she dramatically improves the odds of 
her organization enduring into the next century. 

Let’s look now at the first step in laying a successful foun- 
dation upon which a network marketing dynasty can be 
built—identifying your reasons for joining and crafting a vi- 
sion to inspire your top achievement.

ost people who become involved in network mar- 

keting are initially attracted for very specific and per- 

sonal reasons. Of course, one of the most common 
reasons involves money—and all of the wonderful things that 
money provides. For others, motivation may come from a de- 
sire to pursue a rewarding, fulfilling, and fun occupation. Oth- 
ers may be attracted to the time and personal freedom that this 
business can offer. Others still may want to become associated 
with a supportive team who contribute to the lives of others 
with either extraordinary products or a potentially life-changing 
income opportunity. Let’s examine several of the different areas 
of motivation first as they apply to you and then as they relate to 
creating rich value for your prospects. 
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Perhaps you were initially attracted to network marketing 
because you saw it as a way to generate a supplemental 
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income stream. Maybe you had a desire to make life a bit 
easier for yourself and your family by earning an extra few 
hundred or a few thousand dollars more each month. 
Maybe you were attracted to the possibility that this 
business offered a vehicle to earn at least enough for a 
new car or home payment. Possibly, your intention was to 
replace your full-time earned income with a residual in- 
come that would free you up to pursue other interests 
and passions. 

No matter what your motivation, it will support you to 
clarify exactly what you hope to attain from your network 
marketing efforts. Doing so will both allow you to deter- 
mine the amount of monthly income that would make your 
efforts in this business worthwhile and serve as the motiva- 
tion for doing what oftentimes may be inconvenient or un- 
comfortable. Your ability to gain clarity regarding what 
motivates you will be the first step in formulating a detailed 
plan to achieve the level of income that will make the at- 
tainment of your goals and dreams possible. For example, if 
your goal is to earn a royalty income of $10,000 per month 
within a few years’ time, your action plan will need to be 
considerably more rigorous than if your goal is to cover a 
monthly car payment. 

Oftentimes, those first introduced to network marketing 
may know that they want to earn a specific amount of 
money but will not have sufficient clarity regarding for what 
purpose they will use the money. It is important not only to 
know how much income you intend to generate but also 
why you want the income. Money alone is usually not a suf- 
ficient motivator to encourage the sort of consistent and per- 
sistent daily action required to build a network marketing 
dynasty. If you are not clear about why you are doing this 
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business, consider the following possibilities as if money 
were no object: 


m Would you continue to work at your present occupation? 
Would you retire early or cut back on your work schedule? 

m Would you continue to live in your current home and 
neighborhood? If you’d buy a new house, what would it 
be like and where would it be located? 

m Would you drive a different car and have any new toys? 

= How would your family make use of a sizeable recurring 
income? 

m Would you put your children or grandchildren through 
school? 

m Would you pay off all debt and revel in the freedom of be- 
ing debt-free? 

m Would you invest in real estate, stocks, or other invest- 
ments? 

m Would you travel and explore? If so, where? 

m Would you go on an extended shopping spree? For what 
items? 

m Would you donate your money or time to a special project 
or charity? 

m Would you pursue any passions or hobbies? Would you 
take lessons in a craft or sport or develop a new skill? 

m Would you develop a secure retirement fund? 

m Would you return to school to finish your education or 
pursue an interest? 

m Would you use your network marketing business and the 
opportunities it provides to take on a personal develop- 
ment program? 

m Would you step into leadership in your company, church, 
or community? 
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m Would you partner with friends and family to create a fun 
and rewarding lifestyle? 

m Would you free up your time to coach youth sports or do 
volunteer work? 

m Would you use your free time to undertake programs to 
increase your self-esteem and personal confidence level? 


In planning how you will impact your world with your 
network marketing opportunity, you are limited only by your 
imagination and creativity. As strange as it may seem, some 
fear the creation of wealth, thinking it will lead to tempta- 
tion and corruption. How often have you heard it expressed 
that money is the root of all evil? Money, in and of itself, is 
neither good nor evil. It is how we decide to utilize our 
wealth that determines its character. If you may have feared 
creating wealth for a similar reason, just ponder how much 
good you could do to ease some of the world’s suffering or 
how you might provide opportunity for those in need with 
the wealth you could create using network marketing as 
your vehicle. 

‘Take a few minutes now and identify what you will be 
achieving with regard to income and identify your reasons for 
becoming involved in network marketing. Do not allow your- 
self to be hindered by self-doubt, a lack of belief or clarity in 
how you will achieve your desired level of income. I discuss 
in great detail how to create an action plan that will support 
your own particular goals and dreams, but before reading on, 
please answer the following questions:

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Create a Compelling Vision 


Now that you have identified your top reasons for building a 
business, it’s time to transform these motives into a vibrant, 
passionate vision that will inspire you and those with whom 
you'll share your vision. Perhaps your motivation to build a 
business may start out small. Maybe your reasons are conserv- 
ative in nature. You may be fairly content with your current 
work and lifestyle. If this describes your situation, your vision 
will likely look a lot like an extension of your current lifestyle 
with some specific improvements in certain areas in which 
your life is not working optimally. However, if you are among 
the more ambitious who are seeking to build a network mar- 
keting dynasty because of a desire to dramatically impact your 
life and what’s possible by living large, your vision will bear 
little resemblance to a life marked by the typical daily grind 
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that most others are wrapped up in, with all the suffering, 
struggle, or lack that limits what most believe is possible to at- 
tain. For this vision, Pll assume that your motivation stems 
from a desire to have it all—a thriving network marketing 
business that supports your dream lifestyle. 

Pretend for a moment that a genie has appeared before 
you. This genie possesses a magic wand that you can wave 
over your life, allowing you to transform your current exis- 
tence into a life of choice. The power of this magic wand can 
touch every aspect of your life. It can create wealth and 
abundance in your world for you and for those you love. This 
abundance will allow you to live in choice, no longer need- 
ing to suffer because of a lack of material needs. Your deci- 
sions about what you'll have in terms of cars, homes, and 
other material possessions need no longer be limited because 
of money. 

Moreover, this magic will impact your life well beyond 
money and material goods. It will influence what you do. 
Your days will be characterized by a newfound freedom that 
will allow you to do what you want, when you want to do it. 
Your typical day at work will take on a whole new empowered 
energy. You'll be living and working in choice—not because 
you have to do so. You'll no longer have to answer to the de- 
mands of a demeaning boss or deal with difficult employees, 
peers, or subordinates. Nor will you need to fight rush hour 
traffic or punch that time clock that used to track the pennies 
you earned, making someone else wealthy. The stresses of 
working for someone else will evaporate into the content- 
ment that comes from knowing that your efforts are being 
truly rewarded. You’ll now have the vehicle to earn what 
youre really worth. 

Think for a moment about how you will spend your dra- 
matically increased amount of free time. What will a typical 
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day at play look like for you? You'll be able to do all those 
things you didn’t have the time or money to do before. Will 
that be a favorite sport or hobby? Maybe it will mean more 
fun time with family and friends. Remember, the genie has 
put no limitations on what you can do, so why would you 
continue to do anything that doesn’t honor your values or 
provide you with fulfillment and happiness? 

Think about the legacy you can leave on this planet if you 
have the time and income to contribute to others. How 
would you contribute and to whom? Would your generosity 
extend beyond family to friends in need? Would you adopt a 
philanthropic mission? What would give you such fulfillment 
that you could spend the next 100 years contributing to this 
cause? All this will become part of your vision. 

Finally, in addition to all the money, material possessions, 
and time freedom to do all those great things you’ve always 
wanted to pursue, you'll now have the luxury to work on your- 
self. With the need to chase a daily earned income in your 
past, thanks to the consistent flow of residual income coming 
into your mailbox each month, you can now focus on the 
challenge of personal development, if you so desire. You can 
create a plan to expand who you are, develop those qualities 
you wish others to know you by, and break through any limi- 
tations that have come in the way of achieving happiness and 
personal fulfillment. Later in this book we speak about per- 
sonal growth strategies you may want to take on. For now, 
think about who you will decide to be and the qualities you'll 
embody that others will recognize in you. Will you be known 
for your charisma and contribution? Will others see you as an 
inspiration for what’s possible to accomplish in life? Will you 
be known for authenticity and compassion? Perhaps your life 
will be all about fun, adventure, and the courage to live pas- 
sionately and without limitations. For what qualities would 
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you like your children and others you respect to know you? 
These traits will all be part of the reinvented person and 
lifestyle you'll clarify in your vision. 

A vision that inspires you to breakthrough accomplish- 
ment must honor your most important values. ‘These values 
make up the core of who we are.

They demand to be honored. If they are violated, you'll 
likely become angry, withdrawn, and noncommunicative. 
As you craft your vision, make sure you design all areas of 
your life in choice. There need not be any shoulds that re- 
sult in pain, struggle, and resentment. As the master archi- 
tect of your future, you can make everything a reflection of 
your commitment to live responsibly. Taking responsibility 
for what manifests itself around you means ensuring all as- 
pects of your life work optimally including the quality of 
your relationships, your health and physical condition, your 
wealth and financial security, your happiness, the pursuit of 
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your recreations, hobbies, and passions, and your personal 
and spiritual development. Who says you can’t have it all? 
It’s about time you decided to stop settling for less than you 
deserve! 


Vivid Visions Fuel Self-Motivation 


Before you take some time to put your own idealized vision 
down on paper, let’s look a bit deeper at some of the reasons 
for creating a detailed written vision. Ever cry or scream 
when watching a movie? We know it’s just a movie with ac- 
tors pretending to step into the roles of their characters. But 
we cry or become afraid anyway. Now close your eyes. Picture 
someone running his long pointy fingernails down a black 
chalkboard. Does this visualization cause a shiver to run 
down your spine? Perhaps you felt the tingles just by envision- 
ing the scene. The reason for these seemingly illogical re- 
sponses is that the mind cannot tell the difference between 
events that are real and those that are vividly imagined. If we 
can create a vivid mental picture of how our reality will look, 
sound, smell, and feel, our mind will support us in experienc- 
ing it as though it were actually real. 

Once we create the vivid mental picture of the life we de- 
sire, we can then deliberately reinforce these images into our 
consciousness by daily repetition. By reading our ideal vision 
daily (once upon rising and once at bedtime is best), it even- 
tually becomes part of our consciousness. The more familiar 
it becomes, the greater will be our belief in its ultimate real- 
ization. Before long, what was once a foreign and difficult 
concept to grasp will soon become an expectation of what our 
future will resemble. When such a future appears to be in- 
evitable, we will find ourselves acting in ways that are consis- 
tent with its actually happening. The more we can condition 
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our mind to expect such an outcome, the more motivation 
we will generate to fuel its fulfillment. Do not be limited by 
thoughts that the vision of your ideal world may be unrealistic 
and beyond your grasp. The more familiar you become with 
the concepts presented in your vision statement, the more 
self-motivated you will become to take the actions necessary 
to attain your ideals. 

The opposite effect holds true as well. If we worry or envi- 
sion a future that is worse than our current reality, this expec- 
tation will result in the creation of self-sabotage. When we 
see ourselves failing, we create the expectation of failure. Our 
mind says, “Okay, we’re going to fail anyway, so why should 
we work so hard and do these inconvenient and uncomfort- 
able actions (like prospect friends, family, and strangers) 
when our efforts are likely to be futile?” We justify behaviors 
that are inconsistent with success and then get to be right 
about our expectation of failing after all! Selfsabotage can 
take many forms. Perhaps it will show up as inconsistency in 
our prospecting actions, working only when we feel like it. 
Maybe we will fail to follow up with our prospects because we 
tell ourselves that they are probably not interested anyway. 
With an expectation of failure, our conversations will also 
likely lack the enthusiasm, belief, and value critical in the art 
of enrollment. We expect to fail and fail we do! Then we 
make excuses for this outcome, often blaming network mar- 
keting itself, our company, our upline support team, or any 
other convenient victim for our own missing belief and lack 
of action. 

If we see our future as more or less the same as our current 
situation in life, we will create just enough self-motivation 
to bring about some successes that will maintain the status 
quo. Once things start picking up, we'll return to ineffective 
behaviors consistent with our expectation of more of the 
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same. We’ll experience small, incremental changes that are 
in line with our expectations and actions. The more we ex- 
perience the same results we have come to expect, the more 
complacent and apathetic we will become. After all, if 
things are always likely to stay the same, more or less, why 
work so hard or become motivated to break through any 
challenges that may arise? It’s no use anyway. We might as 
well stay safe and secure in the rut we’ve dug called our 
comfort zone! 

‘Take a moment now to ask yourself honestly if your cur- 
rent vision for your future is bright and optimistic, negative 
and depressing, or consistent with what you are currently ex- 
periencing. No matter where you now find yourself, you have 
the ability to craft an empowering and inspirational vision. If 
we do not deliberately take responsibility for what our lives 
will be like in every respect, then, by default, we forfeit our 
ability to choose and create this reality purposefully. If we 
forgo this right, we must then accept whatever vision others 
have for our lives. We then lose control over our destiny. Our 
expectation of having less than we really desire becomes a 
self-fulfilling prophecy. Like most of the rest of the world’s 
population, we then resign ourselves to a life that neither 
honors our most important values nor inspires us to be our 
very best. 

It’s now time to break this vicious cycle. Your future need 
not bear a close resemblance to your past. Remember, we al- 
ready have a vision for our futures. For most of us, this is usu- 
ally just a different version of our past experiences with small, 
predictable improvements. Just look around you. Do you like 
what you see? If not, it’s now within your power to craft a new 
and exciting reality to step into. Remember, too, that we will 
be taking responsibility for manifesting whatever vision we 
choose to manufacture by designing a detailed plan that will 
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answer the question, “What will it take to manifest this vision 
deliberately in all respects?” 

Your vision will inspire you and fuel your motivation to do 
whatever it takes to result in its being manifested. By sharing 
it with others, it will also inspire them to join you in its fulfill- 
ment, while creating visions of their own. You will be able to 
tell the quality and strength of your vision by taking a look at 
the actions it inspires. In network marketing, where you see 
little activity, you will find a weak and uninspiring vision at its 
source. As you become adept in crafting your own vivid and 
compelling vision, you will also be developing the skills nec- 
essary to teach others how to create their own empowering vi- 
sions. Constructing such a vision will always be the first step 
in building a solid foundation upon which to design the ac- 
tion plan and personal effectiveness structures that will result 
in the network marketing dynasty you desire. 

Not only will your vision fuel your belief level and be the 
foundation for your action plan, but you will be able to return 
yourself to your vision whenever the going gets rough and 
challenges arise, as they are sure to do. Similarly, if your dis- 
tributors become discouraged and resigned that “this will 
never work,” reminding them of the reasons they became in- 
volved in the first place will support them to muster the 
courage and perseverance needed to hang in there and work 
toward the realization of their dreams, rather than to quit and 
forever give up on them. 


Writing Your Vision 


It’s now time to set aside an hour or two and actually put your 
vision into words. Your written vision will be most powerful 
when crafted as an already accomplished scene from a movie 
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depicting your life at some point in time. Write your vision in 
the first person, present tense. “I am now . . . I now have... I 
am doing... I am contributing to . . .” and so on. Avoid writ- 
ing in terms of negative behavior. Instead of writing “I will no 
longer be poor and overweight,” say “I am abundant and 
healthy.” Your mind will key in upon the images created, so 
craft these images to your advantage. Include in your vision as 
many sensual references as possible. What are you feeling 
emotionally? What sights, smells, and sounds are present in 
the scene you are depicting? What are others who play an im- 
portant role in your vision saying, doing, and feeling? Make 
your vision as emotional as possible by focusing upon those 
areas that will bring you the most joy and fulfillment. Re- 
member to include as many others in your vision as possible, 
since a vision that is only about you will not inspire or moti- 
vate others in the way one that touches their lives will. You'll 
know that you’ve hit the mark when you are inspired by read- 
ing what you've written. 

Following are three examples (Exhibits 1.1 through 1.3) 
of visions written by successful network marketers to inspire 
their accomplishments in building their network marketing 
dynasties. * 

Please do not continue to read on until you’ve written 
your very own compelling vision. Commit now to reading 
this vision twice daily, morning and evening—until it is man- 
ifested into reality.

Step 2: PLANNING— 
CREATE A MASTER PLAN THAT WILL SUPPORT 
YOu TO REALIZE YOUR VISION 


If one advances in the direction of his dreams, 
one will meet with success unexpected in common hours. 
—Henry David Thoreau 


ow that you have a vision in place that inspires ac- 

complishment, let’s look at what actions are neces- 

sary to manifest this vision in the world. Of course, 
the very heart of any business plan will involve three core 
behaviors: 


1. Use your company’s products or services. Always 
choose your own company’s products over those offered by all 
competitors, and buy from your own business. Become famil- 
iar with all your products’ applications and the differentiating 
qualities that make them so special and desirable. Develop an 
unshakable belief in the value of the income opportunity that 
your products make possible. 

2. Recommend your products or services to others every- 
where and on a daily basis. Establish an ever-growing list of 
retail customers as you identify those who might benefit from 
your company’s products. As you go about your day, listen for 
opportunities to offer your products to those whom you hear 
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may have a need for them. In network marketing, retailing 
your products represents one simple way of introducing oth- 
ers to some of the benefits your company offers. Remember 
that your company’s most exciting product is always your in- 
come opportunity. Don’t sell your opportunity short by failing 
to offer it to your customers. Recommend the opportunity by 
showing your plan and inviting others to join you in business 
daily. Be proud of your opportunity and offer it without at- 
tachment, as you would a most precious gift. 

3. Sponsor others into your business who see the value 
of creating a residual income that can contribute to their 
lives. 


Every strategy and approach that we cover in the remain- 
der of this book is in conjunction with these three core behav- 
iors. Let’s now analyze your plan in detail, step by step. 


BECOME YOUR OWN BEST CUSTOMER 


How can you expect others to buy your products or services if 
you are not a devoted and knowledgeable customer? Replace 
any competitors’ products with your company’s offerings. De- 
velop as many product experiences as you can, as you identify 
your favorite products and what you like so much about 
them. Speak to others in your company and success line 
(those who earn commissions from your efforts and those 
whose efforts generate commissions for you) to learn why 
each product is unique and special. Learn about all the ag- 
gressive uses for each and identify any special groups or target 
markets that each product or service might appeal to. You'll 
be targeting these groups specifically in your prospecting ef- 
forts and with your sales offerings. 
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SET UP YOUR OFFICE AND 
GET READY FOR BUSINESS 


As a network marketing professional, you'll want to put into 
place a number of structures and necessities that will allow 
you to operate your business smoothly and to make a profes- 
sional impression on your customers and business prospects. 
Those already in business for themselves will likely have 
many of these elements already in place. It is important that 
those just beginning a home business be aware of how vital 
these support elements are. These include: 


1. Get a good, inexpensive long distance phone plan. If 
your company offers a plan, subscribe to it immediately. If not, 
look for a plan that charges less than $.05 per minute. If you 
plan on speaking long distance for more than 10 hours per 
month, an unlimited calling plan may be your best bet. 

2. Call your local phone company and subscribe to 
three-way calling. You’ll need this feature to connect your 
prospects with your success line partners who will be making 
your business presentations for you until you are able to 
make your own presentations and support your team to make 
theirs. Subscribe to your phone company’s voice mail or call- 
answering plan. You will want to leave your prospects and 
team members with the most professional impression of your 
business, and an outdated answering machine just won’t do. 
Record a professional and upbeat message to greet your 
callers with a warm, inviting communication as their first 
impression. 

3. You'll need a toll-free number to remove any reluc- 
tance on the part of your customers or prospects calling you 
back. You can decide if a toll-free number that ties into your 
local number and rings in your home office will serve you 
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best or if a separate toll-free voice mail will be more conve- 
nient for you to use. Some toll-free voice mail companies now 
offer a follow-me service, whereby you can decide if your 
calls will forward onto your home, office, or cell phone or go 
directly to voice mail. Some services allow fax transmission 
to this same number. Others also allow you the convenience 
of listening to your messages or reading your faxes as e-mail 
attachments. 

4. If you'll be doing business from different locations, a 
cell phone will come in handy. Select a plan that suits your 
usage needs, and make sure you include voice mail and 
three-way calling with your service. 

5. Set up a checking account that you'll use exclusively 
for your network marketing business. Get into the habit of 
keeping excellent records documenting all your expenses. I 
suggest using an online checkbook or database software pro- 
gram like Money, Excel, or any other record keeping system 
that will allow you to enter all your monthly debits and credits 
in columns marked to identify the nature of your expense. 
This will facilitate your record keeping and make for easy 
computations at the end of each month and at the end of 
each year in preparation for tax time. 

6. In this modern era, if your intentions are to build a 
network marketing dynasty, a computer is a must. Use it to 
communicate with your customers, prospects, team mem- 
bers, and company via e-mail, write your letters, and organize 
your information. You'll also need to send and receive faxes. 
You can set up your computer to do so or buy a 
fax/copier/scanner to handle all these functions. An online 
fax service such as efax.com, callwave.com, or jfax.com is also 
a nice convenience. 

7. Professionals need business cards and labels to com- 
municate the right look and impression. If your company of- 
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fers these items with their logo, order them there. If not, your 
local office supply store can create some attractive cards and 
labels. You can also purchase labels to use with your com- 
puter or a separate label-maker attachment. You can create 
very attractive stationery right on your computer as well. If 
you decide to print your business cards from your computer, 
make sure you use quality stock and create a professional 
appearance. 

8. If your company offers an automatic shipping pro- 
gram, sign up for it to not only receive your products on a reg- 
ular monthly basis but to also set the proper example for your 
team. They will do as you do—not as you say. Auto-ship is 
also a great way to insure you'll never miss a commission 
check because you forgot to order products that month. 

9. If your company offers a duplicable web site, set yours 
up. Your web site can be a low cost way to introduce your 
prospects and display your company’s offerings. It also sets an- 
other duplicable example for your success team. 

10. For those instances when you'll be retailing products 
or prospecting traditionally (not everyone quite yet is com- 
puter literate) order your company’s catalogs, prospecting 
brochures, or audio or videotapes. You'll want to have pack- 
ages pre-made and on hand at all times so you'll never miss a 
good prospecting opportunity! Keep a stash readily available 
in your briefcase, carry bag, car, home, and office. 

11. Study all your company’s training materials. Learn 
the value of the compensation plan so you can share its high 
points enthusiastically. What makes your plan unique and at- 
tractive to prospects? 

12. Commit to attending all company and success-line 
sponsored conference calls. If your success-line team or com- 
pany offers a regularly scheduled opportunity call, commit to 
listen in and invite at least one guest to three-way call in with 
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you. If training calls are available, listen in while asking ques- 
tions and taking notes. Your team will only attend these calls 
if you do! 

13. If your company or success line offers a prerecorded 
opportunity call, listen in and plan to three-way your prospects. 
If no such call exists, work with your team to create your own. I 
discuss how a brief three- or four-minute opportunity call can 
serve as a great tool to make an overview presentation about 
your company and products. Such a tool can be used by all, 
even brand new associates who do not yet know enough to 
make an intelligent or professional presentation themselves. By 
having this brief, recorded call in place, your new team mem- 
bers can be empowered to immediately step into prospecting 
action on their first day. All they need to know how to do is dial 
a toll-free number! 

14. Get the names and phone numbers of all your upline 
leaders. Your upline are those people who earn commissions 
as a result of your efforts, so take advantage of their support. 
‘Take the initiative by calling each one to introduce yourself 
so that you can begin to create a powerful partnership with 
them. Get to know their strengths and areas of expertise. Re- 
quest their permission to call on them for support in building 
your business. Create a partnership agreement with your up- 
line leaders, those who will be paid on your efforts. You can 
also use a similar agreement with each of your downline lead- 
ers, those individuals whose efforts will result in your own 
income growth. See Exhibit 2.1 for a sample of such an 
agreement. 

15. Create your own story letter, introducing others to 
your company, products, and opportunity. Your story letter 
will tell how you were introduced and why you decided to be- 
come involved with your company to pursue a residual in- 
come opportunity. It will need to speak about the quality of 
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Sponsor’s Commitment 


As your sponsor, | commit to the following: 


1. To train you and mentor you, in partnership with my 
success line, to achieve whatever level of income you 
desire. 

. To speak with as many prospects as you can introduce 
me to, until such time as you are competent to make 
your own prospecting presentations. 

. To use all the company’s products, be on auto-ship, and 
follow company policies and training suggestions when 
possible. 

. To stay in action myself, prospecting and setting an ex- 
ample for my team. 

. To make myself available to train, coach, and lead you 
and your team, always championing you to step into 
leadership of your own as soon as possible. 


New Team Member’s Commitment 


As your new team member, | commit to the following: 


1. To use all the company’s products, be on auto-ship, and 
follow company policies and training suggestions when 
possible. 

2. To make myself available for training, coaching, and 
other calls so that | can best learn to be effective in 
building my business. 

3. To prospect on a regular, daily basis and to set an exam- 
ple for my own team, until | am earning my desired 
level of residual income.

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the products, the integrity and stability of the company, and 
the exciting income opportunity available for those who de- 
cide to share in the company’s profits and growth. See Exhibit 
2.2 for an outline of a sample story letter. 

16. Organize your daily schedule and track all of your 
prospecting, follow-up, and training calls on a daily basis. 
I suggest combining either a PalmPilot or a traditional day- 
planner system for use on the road with a desktop or note- 
book computer at home or at the office. For those who 
prefer a traditional approach to organization, a great tool is 
the Powerline System Business Planner, www.powerline 
systems.ws/planner.html. It was designed specifically to sup- 
port network marketers in their organizational efforts and 
serves several functions more efficiently than traditional 
day-planners. 

17. Create your notification names list. The people on 
this list are those you will want to notify that you are now in 
business. Some will become your customers. Others will be- 
come your business partners. Others will refer you to new 
customers and business partners. For whatever reason, others 
will not be interested in becoming either a customer or a 
business partner. This list consists of anyone and everyone 
you know or know of. Do not rule anyone out or prejudge 
that they would not be interested. You will never know who 
will be and who will not be open to your offer. 


Allow me to share a personal experience about prejudg- 
ing prospects with you. When I first began prospecting, I 
decided to contact all my former classmates, the majority of 
whom I had not spoken to in ten years. I prioritized my list 
with those who I thought would be more interested or bet- 
ter prospects at the top. Being an introvert, I was without 
great communication skills at the time; this was a daunting

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assignment. But I believed in what I was doing and decided 
to persevere, in spite of my discomfort in making the calls. I 
called on my top 60 prospects. Many purchased products 
and became long-term customers. Many were not inter- 
ested in becoming a customer or building a business. Out 
of the first 60, four individuals expressed an interest in the 
income opportunity. All tried briefly and quit. I became dis- 
couraged and considered not calling the C names at the 
bottom of my list. However, my sponsor reminded me of 
the fact that I was not psychic and couldn’t possibly know 
who my next great leader might be. I accepted his logic and 
challenge to continue with my calls. The seventy-second 
person I called was a person I considered to be even quieter 
and more introverted than I. His name is Bill DiPietro. To 
my great surprise, he was open to meeting my business part- 
ner and me for dinner. 

Bill shared that his wife was soon expecting their first 
child, and they were actually looking for a way to replace her 
full-time income so that she could stay home with their son. 
Bill purchased $300 worth of products that night and made 
an appointment to get started in learning about our business. 

What I didn’t know was that Bill was an absolute master at 
creating rapport one on one. Much to my surprise, he be- 
came an enrollment machine, signing up leader after new 
leader. In only a couple of years, Bill built a sizeable six-figure 
yearly, residual income by creating a growing and dynamic 
organization for himself and for us, his sponsors. 

But the story gets better. One of the first people whom 
Bill prospected was a good friend and former school room- 
mate. When Bill called to notify his old friend that he had 
just joined our company, his friend said, “Oh, I joined that 
company about 18 months ago. I just assumed you would not 
be interested, so I never called you about it.”

That assumption probably cost his friend close to $2 mil- 
lion so far. Of course, when Bill told me, was I thankful his 
friend had prejudged his interest! So please do not prejudge 
people. You owe it to them to make their own decisions. 


SETTING UP YOUR MASTER PLAN 


It’s now time for us to speak about the numbers game of net- 
work marketing. Speaking with enough people to fill your 
pipeline with a never-ending stream of interested prospects 
is critical to achieving success. My sponsor, Dr. Ron 
Scheele, compared the process to the hobby of coin collect- 
ing back in the 1960s when it was fairly common to find 
rare and valuable silver coins amid one’s pocket change. 
Coin collectors back then knew for a fact that if they sorted 
through enough coins, they were sure to find some great 
gems. All it required was sifting through a sufficient quantity 
of coins to locate the keepers. 

Another example that drives home the sorting process re- 
quired to be successful in network marketing is the process of 
shucking oysters. If you open a few oysters, you'll likely find 
only some grains of sand within their shells. However, if you 
go through enough to insure your success ratios, youre 
bound to uncover a bunch containing beautiful and valuable 
pearls. Knowing that the pearls exist in some of the oyster 
shells should be enough of a powerful motivator to inspire 
you to keep at the shucking process until the right prize- 
containing oysters come along. 

Sorting for network marketing leaders works the same 
way. They are definitely out there, waiting to be discovered by 
you. Will you speak with enough to have the odds work in 
your favor? Or will you quit before your pearls are identified? 
Just as the numbers can work in your favor, if you do not 
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speak with enough people, you'll be much less likely to iden- 
tify your leaders. 

What’s more is that with massive, consistent and persis- 
tent action, you will generate the momentum needed to at- 
tract your prospects to your opportunity. Speaking with one 
hundred prospects over the course of a week will produce far 
greater results than speaking with the same hundred over a 
year’s time. Your energy will be different. You'll have so 
many people to speak with that you will have no time for 
neediness or desperation in your voice. If you speak only 
with a few prospects now and then, you'll be more likely to 
feel a desperate need to get them in. You won’t speak with 
the confidence and unshakable belief required to communi- 
cate the rich value and awesome possibilities that await your 
prospect. After all, beggars don’t make very attractive busi- 
ness partners! 

Let’s begin our discussion of prospecting by exploring 
with whom we will be speaking. There will be two basic 
types of prospects we can consider. The first type represents 
people we know or encounter in our everyday world. We will 
have credibility with many of these prospects. With others, 
we will share any number of traits in common, giving us a 
starting point to develop rapport by exploring these areas of 
commonality. The second group represents prospects not 
currently in our world. These might be introduced to us 
through various forms of lead generation or by deliberately 
targeting specific niche markets that are likely to contain 
prospects who fit our ideal profile, namely the sort of people 
we are looking for in terms of age, educational background, 
skills, interests, social and business connections, motivation, 
and any other traits that we have determined would support 
success in our business. 
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A logical place to begin our prospect accumulation activi- 
ties is with the traditional sources of prospects that network 
marketers have targeted to build their dynasties for the past 50 
years. The number one source of these names will be your 
names or notification list, as we already touched upon. These 
represent the people you know or know of whom you will 
simply notify of your new business venture. While informing 
them of your new venture, take the time to explore their in- 
terest in considering a partnership with you or recommend- 
ing others they know who may be interested in this possibility. 
And that brings us to Step 3. 


Step 3: PROSPECTING— 
EFFECTIVE PROSPECTING: WHO, WHERE, 
How, AND How Many? 


A prospect is just a business partner you 
haven't introduced to your opportunity yet. 
—Joe Rubino 


SHOULD YOU LEAD WITH YOUR 
PRODUCT OR OPPORTUNITY? 


Certain companies have product lines that lend themselves 
more easily to building with a product-first approach. This 
technique typically focuses first on establishing an extensive 
retail customer base. From among the hundreds of satisfied 
customers you develop, a number of business builders will 
emerge. The advantage to this approach is that individuals 
leading with the product will typically generate a cash flow 
more quickly by creating a customer base. The disadvantage 
is that this is typically a much slower approach to building sig- 
nificant wealth than leading with the opportunity. 

It is my experience that those who prefer to lead with 
the opportunity usually build deeper, more active organiza- 
tions resulting in greater long-term residual income. In this 
approach, retail customers usually come about from the 
pool of prospects that are not interested in the business 
opportunity. 
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While both approaches are made possible because of the 
great value of the products sold, I prefer to specifically target 
people interested in earning a life-impacting income. These 
people are usually more motivated to treat their network mar- 
keting business seriously and more willing to pursue an ag- 
gressive action plan in search of other business builders. On 
the contrary, those prospects who were first introduced by way 
of the product will usually adopt this same product approach 
with others, should they eventually become interested in pur- 
suing the income opportunity as well. This leads to slower 
growth being duplicated throughout the organizational levels. 
For the most part, this book details an opportunity approach 
as the fastest means of building a dynasty. 

Let’s turn our attention to the many elements that com- 
prise a master prospecting plan of attack. One of the most 
critical components of designing your plan involves formulat- 
ing your list of prospects and deciding which pathways are 
most productive for your prospecting efforts. Let’s begin by 
analyzing how to create your notification list in detail. 


Creating Your Notification Names List 


‘To create the most extensive list possible, you'll need to use a 
few memory joggers. Dig out your address book, holiday card 
list, business associates, social club, church, and school group 
lists, and any other names lists you can muster. Think in 
terms of your friends, neighbors, and relatives and ask your- 
self, “Whom do they know?” List all the merchants and pro- 
fessionals with whom you do business and expand upon your 
list by thinking of everyone related to each one. 

I suggest you create a computerized file of each name. In 
this file, list name, mailing address, phone, e-mail address, 
and any other pertinent information you have on each 
prospect. When I began my business in 1991, before the ad- 
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vent of computers, I wrote my names in a notebook. I’ve since 
added names, converting them over to a Microsoft Excel file. 
I have a column for name, address, phone, e-mail address, 
and one for all notes I enter following each conversation. 

In addition to the names you gather from these lists, take a 
phone book and start to thumb through the Yellow Pages sec- 
tion by section. Ask yourself, “Whom do I know who isa..., 
or who works in. . . ?”

And that’s only the A’s! You can do the same for each 
other letter of the alphabet. Let your mind explore any and all 
associations from the different category listings. Rule no one 
out and have fun expanding your list to several hundred 
names. Have a friendly contest with others you know to see 
who can come up with the most names on their lists. 

Once you've created your list, you'll be in a great position 
to start notifying your prospects about your new business 
while asking them to think about whom they know who may 
be interested in earning an extra income. Many new to net- 
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work marketing are hesitant to approach those they know 
about their income opportunity. This typically stems from a 
lack of belief in either the network marketing concept or in 
the networker’s confidence that he or she will be successful 
in building a business while able to support others to do the 
same. Contact reluctance also usually comes from a con- 
cern about bothering friends and relatives who may resent 
your prospecting efforts. Many new networkers are more 
concerned with looking good (or not looking bad) and be- 
ing liked than they are with sharing what could be a life- 
changing gift. If you are experiencing call reluctance, ask 
yourself, “With whom would I like to share my success and 
with whom would I enjoy partnering?” Notice also whether 
your focus is on yourself (looking good, being liked, and 
not bothering others) or on contributing your gift to them. 
You won't be timid if you actually concentrate your atten- 
tion on contributing to another’s life without being at- 
tached to getting them in! 

Also, please remember that your notification list is just 
one source of prospect names. We discuss many other ways 
of generating names and expanding our prospect list later in 
this chapter. 


So, How Many Leaders Will You Need 
to Identify, Champion, and Develop? 


The answer to this question depends upon the magnitude of 
your goals and vision. Your vision will determine the amount 
of income you'll need to make it happen. The grander your 
vision, the more money you'll probably need to live life pas- 
sionately and without limitations. It will support you to 
ground your action plan so that it is in line with the amount 
of income you'll require to achieve your goals. 
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To do so, let’s begin by defining what a leader is. Though 
you may hold a different definition, I define a leader as a busi- 
ness builder who conducts his or her business methodically 
and on a regular, consistent basis. Such an individual would, of 
course, be a product of the products, most likely on a monthly 
auto-ship program. He or she would have a names or leads list 
and speak with prospects on a daily or at least a weekly basis. A 
leader would follow company policies and procedures, attend 
most conference calls and company events, and display behav- 
ior others would want to aspire to and duplicate. 

So, in your company’s compensation plan, how many 
leaders will you need to develop to reach your income tar- 
gets? Your answer will be somewhat dependent upon whether 
your compensation plan is a binary plan, unilevel plan, 
forced matrix plan, or any of the other many variations that 
compensation plans can take. In any event, let’s assume that 
each of your leaders will develop other leaders themselves, 
who will also do likewise, and so on down the line. Let’s look 
at a standard geometric model to illustrate this point. 


You identify 
4 leaders, who each identify 4 leaders each or 
16 leaders, who each identify 4 leaders each or 
64 leaders, who each identify 4 leaders each or 


256 leaders, who each identify 4 leaders each or 


1,024 leaders 


Adding 4 + 16 + 64 + 256 + 1,024 gives us 1,300 leaders 
through five levels in your organization. Let’s assume that 
your company necessitates a minimum monthly sales/pur- 
chase requirement of $100 per distributor in order to qualify 
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for a monthly commission check. Let’s also assume that your 
company’s compensation plan pays out an average of 10 per- 
cent per level on the total sales volume generated. Based 
upon these assumptions, in this model, we would have: 


1,300 people x $100 each per month 
x 10% commissions earned on their total volume 
= $13,000 per month in residual income earned 


So if you were to develop 4 leaders, who developed 4 
leaders, who developed 4 leaders, who developed 4 leaders, 
who developed 4 leaders, youd earn about $13,000 per 
month. Of course, no model will resemble exactly what an 
actual organization will look like. The model will simply 
serve as a place from which to start to give us an idea regard- 
ing how many leaders we will need to develop to earn the 
amount of income we desire. Therefore, in this example, if 
we desire to earn $13,000 per month in residual income, we 
would need to initially focus upon the goal of attracting, 
training, coaching, and championing at least 4 leaders who 
agree to take on this same goal, and so forth down through 
five levels. 

If your goal is to earn twice as much residual income 
monthly, you could either identify and develop 8 leaders, 
who each identify and develop 4 leaders, or you could sup- 
port your fifth level leaders to each identify 4 leaders, giving 
you 4,096 leaders on your sixth level. If your goal is to earn 
half as much income, you might develop either 2 leaders who 
each identify and develop 4 leaders, or you might just not 
need to build your organization as deep. Again, although 
your company’s compensation plan will dictate how many 
leaders you'll need to identify and develop to reach your de- 
sired income level, assuming you'll need at least 4 leaders to 
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create a six-figure yearly income is a safe bet. Just because 
you've identified your 4 people who fit your description of a 
leader does not mean it’s time to stop prospecting yet! Not 
only will you likely need to sponsor more than just 4 to iden- 
tify your greatest business builders, but you'll need to contin- 
ually inspire your team by demonstrating that you are in 
massive action by sponsoring many more new distributors on 
a regular basis throughout your network marketing career. 


So How Many Prospecting Conversations 
Are Enough to Identify Your First 4 Leaders? 


The answer to the above question depends upon what your 
success ratios are. A success ratio is defined as the number of 
business presentations that are required to enroll one leader 
into your organization. Every network marketer’s success ra- 
tios will vary depending upon their credibility with their 
prospect, enrollment skills, personal effectiveness, and ability 
to communicate real value. In a later chapter, we speak more 
about how anyone can further develop such skills deliberately 
by taking on a personal development plan. 

For now, if you’ve been building your network marketing 
business for some time and have been tracking the number of 
presentations you’ve made and the numbers of leaders that 
have resulted from this many presentations, you'll have a 
good idea regarding how many additional presentations you'll 
need to make to identify additional leaders. However, most 
people have not taken the time to document these statistics. If 
that is your situation, I suggest you begin to do so as soon as 
possible. Simply record each presentation you make (in a 
prospect management software program like Act, notebook, 
or other permanent record) and highlight the names of the 
leaders who have resulted from these presentations. 
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If you are new to the concept of tracking your statistics, 
but have some enrollment skills and have demonstrated the 
ability to successfully prospect and enroll others, I suggest you 
consider the following analogy as representing some general 
guidelines. In a typical poker deck of cards, there are 52 cards 
and 4 aces. If you were to shuffle the deck and turn over one 
card after another, you would reveal a sequence of cards rang- 
ing from the low of a 2 to the high of an ace. If you interpret 
each card flipped over to represent the level of interest and 
commitment of the prospects with whom you'll be speaking, 
a 2, 3, 4, or 5 would represent prospects who are really not at 
all interested in your offer. A 6, 7, 8, or 9 might represent a 
product customer or one who has a mild interest in exploring 
the possibility of building a business. A 10, jack, queen, or 
king might represent a person who has some level of desire to 
build a network marketing business but has only limited focus 
or success. Perhaps, they'll enroll some customers or an occa- 
sional distributor. An ace would represent someone who is 
committed to building a business, is open to coaching, and is 
in a regular, consistent, and persistent level of action. If we as- 
sume the numbers that correspond to this analogy, we’d know 
that if we speak with 52 people, there should be 4 aces who 
will show up and agree to build a business. 

Of course, these numbers are only assumptions. ‘They 
serve as a starting point to give you a general idea regarding 
how your prospecting numbers may play out. Perhaps you 
may find that only one of your 4 aces will go on to build a sig- 
nificant residual income. By speaking with 200 to 500 
prospects and tracking your actual statistics, you'll have a 
much clearer idea regarding how many people you'll need to 
sort through to find and develop your top business builders. 

If you are new to this business and are just beginning to 
develop your enrollment skills or if you wish to start with a 
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very conservative assumption, I suggest you consider that out 
of every 100 prospecting conversations, one do-whatever-it 
takes business builder and leader will emerge who will go on 
to build a significant organization resulting in the creation of 
long-term residual income. Along with this one leader, based 
upon our poker-deck analogy, perhaps seven others per 
month will build to some lesser level of achievement. Again, 
remember that this is just an assumption from which to begin 
tracking our actual numbers. As you actually speak with your 
next 100 prospects, you'll be recording the results of your con- 
versations in order to take the guesswork out of your statistics. 
If you set sponsoring goals of two new distributors per week, at 
least one self-motivated leader with superstar potential should 
likely result from each month’s efforts. 

Let’s break this assumption down a bit further. Assume 
that you decide to commit to five quality conversations involv- 
ing business presentations to your prospects on a daily basis. 
Let’s also assume that you will make these five presentations 
Monday through Friday, averaging five presentations, five 
days per week. Since there are approximately four weeks in 
every month, this plan would result in five presentations 
made on 20 days each month, totaling 100 presentations per 
month. If our conservative assumption holds true, you might 
expect to enroll at least one serious, successful business 
builder each month. Continue with this plan for six months 
and you'd likely enroll six such leaders. Again, you'll continu- 
ally track your success ratios as you work your plan to deter- 
mine what your exact numbers turn out to be. 

One factor that will influence your success ratios will be 
the time frame in which you conduct your 100 quality con- 
versations. The longer it takes you to have these 100 conversa- 
tions, the lower your success ratios are likely to be. There is a 
breakthrough level of expertise and momentum that results 
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from compressing your conversation numbers over a briefer 
time period. 

Another factor that will influence your success ratios will 
be your diligence in following up your prospects in a timely 
manner. Many of your leaders will come in on the fourth, 
seventh, or even the tenth follow-up conversation! The gold 
really is in the follow-up. Successful follow-up conversations 
will result in many interested prospects showing up who 
would have been missed with just casual contact. The dili- 
gence with which you conduct your follow-up conversations 
will show your prospects how serious you are about working 
your business. For other prospects, the timing of your offer- 
ing will just not fit into their lives. If you commit to “drip- 
ping” on all your prospects on a regular basis, you'll be 
certain to be there at the right time for some as their life sit- 
uations change and they become open to exploring your in- 
come opportunity. 


Make a Regular Daily Action Commitment. The best 
way to ensure considerable numbers of enrollments is to 
commit to a consistent and persistent plan. Ideal consistency 
comes when you are in prospecting action daily. If your 
schedule does not permit you to make a daily action commit- 
ment, at least consider making a weekly one. 

Depending upon the number of hours you can pledge to 
devote to your business on a daily or weekly basis, commit to a 
minimum number of quality conversations, which will involve 
presenting the income opportunity to your prospects. If your 
schedule allows, commit to at least one per day. I built my net- 
work marketing dynasty from a commitment to make five 
quality conversations daily for two years. I honored this com- 
mitment whether I felt like it—or not. On days when my busy 
schedule as a full-time practicing dentist did not permit me to 
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make all five calls, I knew that I had these additional presenta- 
tions to add to my five conversations the next day or two. 

Because my commitment was to five quality income op- 
portunity conversations, I might have to make 20 calls to get 
my five presentations in on a particular day. Some networkers 
instead prefer to commit to a certain number of “dials” daily. 
This would include answering machine messages and busy 
signals, as well as successful contacts. Selecting this criteria 
would necessitate choosing a much higher number of dials in 
order to reach one’s goals. Others might choose a commit- 
ment to a certain number of what I’d term nonquality conver- 
sations (those in which one did not get an opportunity to ask 
if the prospect might be interested in earning an extra in- 
come). Perhaps, a conversation intended to create product 
sales would fall under this category. These are viable alterna- 
tives but not as rigorously demanding as the quality income 
opportunity conversation criteria. 

Based upon your assumptions regarding what your suc- 
cess ratios are and the number of leaders you wish to identify 
in the next 90 days, I invite you to select a daily action com- 
mitment that will fit in with the time allowance you are able 
to devote to your business. If your desire is to build a network 
marketing dynasty, consider your number accordingly — with 
one presentation daily (or five presentations weekly) the ab- 
solute minimum I'd suggest in aligning with this goal. 

Please note that I have focused upon how to identify 
and build leaders, not sales volume. Your organizational 
volume will naturally grow as you identify and champion 
leaders to achieve their own levels of success. It will be 
much more productive to direct your efforts on supporting 
people to succeed rather than simply chasing volume. Of 
course, as your leaders use your company’s products, rec- 
ommend, and retail their favorites to others, and sponsor 
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others interested in earning an income, sales volume will 
naturally flow through your organization. 

Let’s now turn our attention to some other key compo- 
nents of successful prospecting. 


Local versus Long-Distance Prospecting 


In this technological age, complete with computers, e-mail, 
chat rooms, faxes, teleconference bridges, cellular phones, 
voice mail, jet travel, and a variety of other support structures 
to aid in communication, your prospecting efforts can focus 
across your neighbor’s fence or all the way across the country 
or the globe almost as easily. No matter how or where you ob- 
tain your prospect’s name, you will still need to build an ef- 
fective, nurturing, and supportive relationship that allows you 
to best communicate with and champion your new business 
partner’s success. Because it is simpler and at times easier to 
provide this support with face-to-face local meetings, I suggest 
you might begin your prospecting endeavors in your home 
state or local community, if possible. All things being equal, 
why not launch your prospecting actions close to home? By 
being able to meet regularly with your prospects and eventual 
team members, you'll more easily be in a position to build re- 
lationships and strengthen your partnerships if you are close 
by. As you run out of local leads or decide to adopt long dis- 
tance lead generation methods, you can always expand to 
neighboring states and regions before targeting more distant 
prospecting sources. 

However, many prospecting methodologies may require a 
long distance approach. Perhaps, you'll advertise in national 
publications, purchase opportunity-seeker lead lists containing 
names of prospects located anywhere in the world, or gather 
leads on the Internet. Remember, it is your responsibility as 
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your new team member's sponsor and business partner to ef- 
fectively train her, speak with her prospects, and support her 
business building success, no matter how far away you live 
from each other. It will be easier to build such long distance 
organizations if local and regional meetings exist throughout 
the countries in which your company does business. Establish 
partnerships with leaders in other areas, and agree to support 
each other’s local distributors by welcoming them to meetings 
and working effectively to train cross-line. I later discuss how 
to put into place effective training and support structures for 
both local and long distance sponsoring. 


DESIGNING YOUR PROSPECTING 
PLAN IN DETAIL 


A successful prospecting plan can be as varied as the number 
of distributors in any company. Each person will possess dif- 
ferent interests, strengths, and focuses. Because of this, differ- 
ent people will find different ways of achieving success. 
Earlier in this book, I discussed a traditional warm market ap- 
proach, which would involve contacting the prospects on a 
notification list. This is a great approach for those who are 
willing to speak with those they know personally or those they 
know of. I suggest it as a great place to begin one’s network 
marketing business for a number of reasons. First, the people 
on this list typically include those who know, trust, and love 
us. They are often people with whom we have credibility. 
Many on this list will want to support our success and many 
will be honored and moved by the fact that we decided to of- 
fer a business partnership to them. Oftentimes, it will be the 
people on our notification list with whom we would most en- 
joy working and derive the greatest amount of satisfaction 
from their success. After all, if we really believe in what we 
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are doing and are confident of our impending success, why 
wouldn’t we want to include our friends, family, and acquain- 
tances in our good fortune? Moreover, we already have these 
names and their contact information. It will cost us nothing 
in terms of lead generation expenses to start our prospecting 
efforts with this group. 

‘To the contrary, many beginning networkers feel awkward 
or reluctant to contact the people they know best. Maybe this 
is because those who know them well are so familiar with 
their faults and personal struggles that they lack credibility for 
them as potential business partners. Perhaps, it is because 
they do not wish to have these people feel obligated in any 
way to buy products or join their business as a favor to them. 
Their reluctance might stem from their own personal doubts 
about whether they can become successful and whether they 
can transfer this success to those they know. If this reason is at 
the source of your reluctance to contact your own notifica- 
tion names list, I suggest you speak with other successful lead- 
ers in your company and re-establish your belief in what you 
are doing and in your eventual ability to succeed in your busi- 
ness building efforts. 

In addition to a warm market list, there are many other 
sources of prospects one might focus upon to fuel business 
growth. Let’s look at what some of the more productive 
sources of prospect names might be. 


Cold Calling Approaches—in Person 
and By Phone 


A cold calling approach is typically not well-suited for the 
faint of heart. Because you would have no prior relationship 
established with these cold prospects, you will need to be- 
come expert at rapidly developing rapport with your prospect 
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while immediately creating value. It is often a good idea to in- 
ternalize a basic opening line or script so that you can be- 
come adept at sparking your prospect’s interest and arousing 
their curiosity to want to learn more about your offering. 

A cold calling approach is particularly well-suited for con- 
tacting business owners who may have a need for your prod- 
ucts or services. These same prospects may also have an 
interest in recommending your company’s products or income 
opportunity to their sphere of influence, their customers and 
fellow business owners. Cold calling can be done in person, in 
a manner resembling traditional door-to-door sales or it can be 
done entirely over the phone. It also might involve scheduling 
a follow-up meeting in person, if your interested prospect is sit- 
uated locally to you. ‘Taking a phone approach will allow you 
to be much more productive in going through the numbers to 
identify those who are interested in learning more. However, 
with some products that require a demonstration, you may ex- 
perience much more effective results from actually calling on 
your prospects in person. I suggest you test both ways, track 
your success ratios, and continue to follow whichever plan 
proves to be more productive. 

Productive cold calls target business prospects whose cus- 
tomers may have a need for your products or services. When 
approaching business owners, it is best to be able to clearly 
and powerfully outline the reason for your call or contact 
while spelling out the benefits your company offers that may 
appeal to the decision maker. Some of these benefits include 
products to support a customer’s health, appearance, or other 
needs or services that save customers money or enhance the 
user’s lifestyle. Additional benefits that may interest the busi- 
ness owner might be the ability to create a second profit cen- 
ter or offer a value-added service to increase customer or 
client satisfaction. Adding superior products might offer a rea- 
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son for customers to return more often to the establishment 
to purchase products and thus help the business to grow. 

Another benefit that might be offered could be to invite 
the business owner and employees to share in your company’s 
profits by spreading the word. Many will want to recommend 
products or services that they love to others anyway, so why 
not allow them to get paid for doing so? 

Many businesses also lend themselves to easily prospect- 
ing their customers or clients in a very professional manner. 
Attractive catalogs and brochures can be handed to customers 
or sent to them by mail. Postcards, bill stuffers, or direct mail 
letters can also be mailed, notifying clients with whom the 
business already has credibility of the value of additional 
products or services. 

Other businesses may choose to show professional, com- 
pany-produced video or DVD presentations to expose their 
clients to the possibilities offered by your company’s products 
and income opportunity. Some may wish to place an attrac- 
tive sign inviting customers to inquire about your opportu- 
nity. Many salons, barbers, realtors, flea markets, gyms, stores, 
cleaners, tanning salons, and a myriad of other businesses 
might place a sign that says: 


Earn an Extra $2,000/month, 
Ask Us for a FREE Brochure and Video. 


Like other methods of prospecting, cold calling comes 
down to a numbers game. If you are convinced that the 
prospects you decide to target would benefit from your prod- 
ucts or opportunity AND you become adept at creating value 
so that they can appreciate your presentations, success will re- 
sult. If you choose to take this approach, track your ratios (the 
number of businesses you'll need to prospect to make a sale 
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or enroll as a distributor) and speak with enough people to 
make the numbers work. 

Remember to always be truthful with your prospect with 
regard to the reason for your contact, request a brief amount 
of their time to share the benefits (initially no more than five 
minutes) and never argue or exert pressure upon them to buy 
or evaluate your opportunity. 

Karen Guzzo of Denver, Colorado, is a master of the art 
of cold calling. She targets niche-specific businesses that sell 
to customers or clients who need her company’s products. 
Her energy is bubbly and upbeat but always courteous and 
nonintrusive as she calls upon her lists of hundreds of busi- 
nesses that fit the profile she has determined to need her 
company’s offerings. Karen alternates her efforts between 
phone calling to set appointments and dropping in on busi- 
nesses that fit her target market. To Karen, rejection means 
only that she is closer to a yes. Her statistics have proven that 
if she approaches enough of these niche-related businesses, 
she will come away with enough interested parties to make 
her efforts worthwhile. By using this approach, it is not un- 
common for Karen to enroll five new distributors weekly with 
clients who will purchase hundreds of dollars of her com- 
pany’s products each month. 


The Three-Foot Rule 


While cold calling typically refers to approaching business 
owners, the Three-Foot Rule pertains to everyone else. This 
approach assumes that we meet prospects who would have an 
interest in joining our business every day of our lives. They 
can be found at the supermarket, PTA meeting, soccer game, 
and every other place we go. We just never can tell when we 
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might bump into our next superstar business builder. People 
need what our company has to offer. Furthermore, we can 
never prejudge who might be interested, if we do not ask. The 
Three-Foot Rule assumes that it is our responsibility to build 
rapport and create an opening to explore interest in our offer- 
ing everywhere we go. 

Those distributors who are most successful in building 
their businesses in this manner share a number of common 
characteristics: 


m They are not afraid to speak with strangers. A stranger is 
only a friend they have not yet met. 

m They are masters at breaking the ice. They instantly build 
rapport by talking about whatever seems to come up at 
that particular time and place. They are adept at asking 
questions to determine if the suspect is really a prospect in 
disguise. 

m They usually have practiced a fluid method of creating an 
opening with their prospects to take a look. Their pitch 
comes across in a natural and appropriate manner. Their 
conversations cannot appear canned, filled with clichés, 
or pushy and invasive. They must flow naturally as they 
make a friend while presenting their invitation to explore 
possibilities without being offensive. 

m They are always prepared with business cards, prospecting 
packages, audio or videotapes, and any other materials 
used to educate and expose their prospects to their com- 
pany’s products and opportunity. 

m They ask questions that stimulate conversation. For exam- 
ple, they might say something like, “I think I’ve seen you 
here at these games before. Do you live or work in this 
area? Oh, great. Can I ask you what you do for a living?” 
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The areas critical to building rapport are typically: family, 
where they live, what they do for an occupation, and what 
their passions or hobbies are. I remember these areas as 
FLOP, since it’s critical to develop rapport in order to 
avoid making your conversation a flop! 

They are adept at making requests that move their 
prospect along in the evaluation process. They might say 
something like, “You know you have a great personality 
and I’m looking for someone just like you to expand my 
business here in Massachusetts. The position I’m looking 
to fill has the potential to be VERY lucrative for the right 
person. Would you be willing to just take a look at some 
information and watch a brief video that describes how 
our company works? Great! I have an info pack in my car. 
It’s parked right in front. Here’s my business card. Do you 
have one also? Do you think you'd be able to watch this 
video by Wednesday evening? Would it be convenient for 
me to call you this Thursday or Friday to answer any ques- 
tions you may have and further explore your interest? 
Great! Which night, Thursday or Friday and what time 
range works best for you? I'll look forward to calling you 
then! Have a great day.” 

Many networkers have successfully built their dynasties 
by committing to the daily action of handing out a min- 
imum number of audiotapes, CD or DVD ROM pre- 
sentations every single day. Of course, developing 
rapport before making the request to evaluate the tool 
and obtaining a commitment to watch or listen to the 
presentation, and agree to speak about their interest on 
follow-up will dramatically increase the effectiveness of 
this sort of activity. I suggest always requesting the 
prospect’s contact information before passing out costly 
materials. 
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Advertising for Prospects 


Advertising can take many different forms ranging from print 
media (newspapers, magazines, newsletters, bulletins, flyers, 
billboards, posters, and mailers) to radio, television, and of 
course, the Internet. Print ads can also vary from the inexpen- 
sive small town weekly classified ad to the four-color full-page 
ad in a major national magazine or newspaper, costing 
$50,000 or more. 

The most effective ads create rich value-laden benefits for 
their readers. The more effective they are at specifically tar- 
geting their intended customers or prospects with those bene- 
fits most important to them, the more responses they will 
draw and the more qualified those leads will be. Both classi- 
fied and display ads have proven effective at times in targeting 
prospective network marketers or selling products to inter- 
ested end users. Classified ads can range from a low of about 
$10 for a small ad in a weekly town paper to several hundred 
dollars or more when placed in a large-circulation magazine 
or journal. 

The most effective classified ads specifically call their 
intended prospects by name. They do this by identifying 
those benefits most important to the type of prospect they 
seek to attract. Successful classified ads can target general 
work-at-home income seekers, entrepreneurial opportunity 
seekers, or they can hone in on specific niches or occupa- 
tions to further qualify the respondents by category. Differ- 
ent ads work better in different places and at different 
times of the year. A work-at-home ad typically draws better 
in a small-town, weekly newspaper as opposed to the classi- 
fied section of a major city’s newspaper where a more pro- 
fessional prospect might apply. I have had great success 
with classifieds that target specific professions or groups. I 
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place these ads in various industry-specific journals, maga- 
zines, and newsletters. ‘They pre-qualify the prospect by 
inviting the niche-related applicants to respond. This strat- 
egy works particularly well when there is a link between a 
company’s products and a group who may have a use for 
them. For example, if your company markets a hand 
cleaner, you might target mechanics, painters, laborers, or 
any other group that would likely use this product. You 
might advertise in magazines, newspapers, newsletters, or 
with flyers targeting the group you are intending to attract. 
If youre marketing a service like an insurance product, 
you might target insurance agents, professional salespeo- 
ple, or those with a particular need for the service. 

One important consideration that applies to all advertis- 
ing is if you advertise product, you'll attract mainly product 
users. If your desire is to attract business builders, you'll want 
to advertise your company’s most exciting product—your in- 
come opportunity! 

The following are a number of classified ads that have 
worked particularly well for our organization. You'll want to 
alter any ad you select to apply to your own company’s 
strengths and target markets.

A Word of Warning about Internet Ads. Regarding 
Internet classified ads, there are many web sites and online 
newsletters that offer classified advertising. Be aware that ad- 
vertising on the Internet is like advertising in the Wild West! I 
suggest avoiding “free-for-all” sites and the many sites that of- 
fer you a free ad in return for some gimmick like viewing 
other free classified ads. These sites are typically a haven for 
spammers and scam artists. By associating with them, you will 
both diminish your company’s credibility and set yourself up 
for a barrage of return spam. You also will waste a lot of pre- 
cious time that could have been spent on proven ways to 
build your network marketing business. If you feel the need 
to try such sites, go to www.hotmail.com or www.yahoo.com 
first and get a free “disposable” e-mail address that you can 
just walk away from if and when you become inundated with 
offers from every spammer on the Net. 

I have found that the most reliable place to advertise using 
classified ads on the Internet is in the paid classified advertis- 
ing sections offered by many well-respected, niche-targeted 
newsletters that reach tens or hundreds of thousands of sub- 
scribers who have opted in to request the receipt of that partic- 
ular newsletter. 

Here are some sites to place a classified ad online or oth- 
erwise get the word out by means of the Internet. I do not en- 
dorse any nor can I guarantee the integrity of any of these 
sites. In fact, because Internet classified ad and prospecting 
support sites come and go so quickly, some may no longer be 
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viable possibilities by the time you read this. Remember, you 
may want to get a disposable e-mail address to use for your on- 
line advertising efforts. That said—here’s a list for you to 
check out:

Display Ads 


Display ads can be a very effective, though costly, means of ad- 
vertising for business builders. ‘Typically, such ads can run 
anywhere from $500 to $50,000 or more per insertion, de- 
pending upon the publication’s circulation and prestige factor. 


64 PROSPECTING 


Running these ads is only feasible when their cost and risk are 
shared by a number of distributors. Running a co-operative ad- 
vertising campaign means offering an advertising share for a 
fraction of the cost necessary to design and place the ad. For 
example, if the cost of a display ad is $4,000, 16 equal ad slots 
each costing $250 might be offered to the members of a suc- 
cess-line or cross-line to the members of the entire company. 
Such a campaign is usually coordinated by an organizational 
leader who then redirects all leads generated on a round-robin 
basis to each member taking part in the campaign. Display 
ads can have interested readers call a toll-free number or re- 
spond to an e-mail address. It is easiest to redistribute such re- 
sponses if a voice mail system is used. The leads can be 
automatically redirected to the campaign coordinator’s e-mail 
inbox as an audiofile. He or she can then simply forward the 
lead to the e-mail address of the co-op participant who is in 
line to receive the next lead. One such voice mail service of- 
fering this feature is the Communikate system offered by 
www.Webley.com. 

Successful display ads share a number of the following 
common characteristics: 


m They target the readership of the publication in which 
they appear. An ad containing benefits that attorneys 
would be interested in receiving might appear in a law 
journal or magazine. If your product line may be attrac- 
tive to plumbers, these benefits would need to be high- 
lighted in an ad appearing in a plumbers’ publication. 
You can see why an ad focused on benefits to attorneys 
would fail miserably in a plumbers’ magazine. 

m They are benefit driven and supported by features. Bene- 
fits are about your prospect. Features are about you or 
your company. You'll want to list the most compelling 
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benefits that your target audience would be attracted to 
and then back these benefits up with solid features that re- 
inforce your credibility. 

m They should feature an attractive or eye-catching graphic 
or photo that demands attention and causes readers to 
want to read further. 

m They can include powerful testimonials that lend credibil- 
ity to your company, products, and income opportunity. 

m Remember that ads that focus too strongly on products 
may not generate enough sales to pay for their cost. It will 
support you to determine what the amount of profit is for 
each sale and calculate the number of sales needed to 
break even with any product-driven ad. 

m Ads that focus on your income opportunity have a better 
probability to be cost-effective. Determine what the value 
of attracting a business builder is and calculate the num- 
ber of business builders an ad would need to draw to be 
cost-effective. 

m Consider testing a smaller display ad that is still large 
enough to attract attention. Sometimes a half- or third- 
page ad strategically placed can stand out and generate 
more cost-effective leads than a larger one. Dramatic two- 
color ads can sometimes be as or more cost-effective than 
four-color ads. 

m Repetition of an ad in subsequent issues of a publication 
can increase the credibility of a company that continues to 
maintain an ad presence. Though it may attract new read- 
ers and additional prospects who eventually realize the 
value presented, it is usually financially unwise to con- 
tinue to run an ad that did not pull adequately the first 
time it was placed. 

m Look for publications that offer reader-response cards that 
invite readers to circle a number corresponding to any ads 
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that they find interesting. Such a service will increase the 
number of responses generated while lowering the even- 
tual cost-per-lead ratio. 

= Offer a free report, information package, or other perk to 
encourage readers to respond. Place a call to action after 
the phone number to increase reader response. 

m Research remnant ad space to lower your advertising costs. 
Some publications offer a substantial discount in ex- 
change for your flexibility in awaiting an issue where the 
publication has extra, unsold space that is offered at dra- 
matically lower prices.

More on Deciding Where to Place 
Your Print Advertisements 


All advertising will be more effective in soliciting replies 
from your ideal prospects if you specifically target the types 
of prospects you desire by inviting them as a group to re- 
spond, offering value that appeals to your targeted group, 
and advertising in niche publications that are read by this 
crowd. Include the occupations of your ideal prospects in 
your headlines to attract them while discouraging nonquali- 
fied applicants from responding to your ad. For example, to 
sell an insurance product to the professionals you wish to 
target, specify “Wanted: Insurance Agents, Attorneys, and 
Accountants for Lucrative Part-Time Opportunity. Interna- 
tional NYSE Company Expands into California Market.” 
To the extent that you can zoom in and target a particular 
type of prospect, you will attract a qualified individual who 
will better relate to your opportunity.

listeners also increase dramatically during morning and after- 
noon drive times with the fewest numbers of listeners present in 
the overnight time slots.

Beware that this often means running your 
ads in the early morning hours when few listeners will hear your 
offer. Like other forms of advertising, it is prudent to conduct a 
limited test of each ad you wish to run before committing to a 
widespread campaign.

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being generated from any particular mailing. The bottom line 
for this and other forms of advertising comes down to the ulti- 
mate cost and quality of each lead generated. Here are some tips 
to consider ensuring a successful direct mailing campaign: 


m Purchase a fresh, updated list that targets the demograph- 
ics of your ideal prospects. If the list is a quality one and 
you purchased it for repeated use, you can mail to it again 
and again. If you rent the list, you will be restricted to a 
one-time mailing. The quality of the list will greatly influ- 
ence the success or failure of your mailing. Do not be 
tempted to save a few dollars by purchasing or renting a 
list of questionable value. Make sure the list owner can 
guarantee the reliability of the names and the correctness 
of their mailing addresses. Your most rewarding results 
will come from purchasing a list of people who have re- 
cently responded to a similar offer or purchased a similar 
product by mail. For example, by mailing your pet prod- 
uct offer specifically to pet owners rather than to the gen- 
eral public, your success ratios will improve markedly. 

m Do a small test-mailing of between 500 and 1,000 pieces 
to determine your ultimate cost to generate each lead. Al- 
ter various factors such as the ad content, color and size of 
the mailing piece, ad headline, the call to action, and the 
target group to which it is mailed to test which changes 
result in more responses per dollar spent. 

m Offer a discount coupon, special incentive, or free item if 
the prospect or customer responds by a certain deadline. 
The effectiveness of your mailing will be in direct propor- 
tion to the value of the offer you create and the timeliness 
of the benefits offered. 

m Place a hard hitting benefit or direct challenge on the out- 
side of the envelope or mailing piece to create value and 
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arouse curiosity that will result in your customer reading 
the offer and then acting on it. 

Expect between a 1 percent and 3 percent response. 
Make sure that such a rate of response will make your 
mailing cost-effective. Compare your ultimate cost per 
customer or prospect to the cost to generate a customer or 
prospect using a different advertising medium. Consider 
that the cost of mailing to each 100 names might look 
something like the following: postage ($37), envelopes 
and stationery ($12), printing ($12), labor to compile 
mailing ($8). Your total cost to mail to 100 names might 
therefore be $69. If your efforts result in the generation of 
only one customer, will you recoup your $69 with just this 
one sale? If your efforts result in converting one respon- 
dent into a business builder, that would translate into a 
$69 cost per each new distributor obtained in this fashion. 
Over the years, I have found that direct mail typically re- 
sults in a higher cost per acquisition than other advertis- 
ing methods. 

To increase your rate of response, purchase lists contain- 
ing phone numbers of people who have requested to re- 
ceive information on your product type or area of interest. 
Make sure these names and numbers are not on the 
FTC’s Do Not Call registry list or you may be liable for 
fines up to $11,000 for each violation! 

Rather than mail an expensive item like a CD/DVD 
ROM or videotape, include a self-addressed return post- 
card in your mailing that the recipient can drop into the 
mail to receive the item offered. This will ensure that only 
interested parties who request your presentation will re- 
ceive it, saving you thousands of dollars of waste from un- 
wanted items that would only get tossed into the 
wastebasket. 
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Flyers, Ad Cards, and Drop Packs 


Flyers can be attractively typeset, inexpensively printed on 
colorful paper, and distributed in a variety of ways. These in- 
clude placing them on car windows, under apartment and of- 
fice building doorways, on bulletin boards, and on telephone 
poles. Ad cards can be placed on pay telephones, in bath- 
room stalls, and just about any other place that a flyer might 
be placed. Drop packs typically consist of a flyer, ad card, or 
brochure secured within a plastic baggie. A small pebble is 
added to the baggie, allowing the distributor to easily toss it 
onto a front porch, walkway, or lawn. 

A word of caution applies to these methods of advertising. 
First, make sure that local ordinances permit placing of flyers 
or distributing packages in this manner. Second, ask yourself 
if you will generate more anger by placing unwanted clutter 
and leave an unprofessional impression upon those you ex- 
pose with this methodology. Lastly, does this method repre- 
sent the image you wish to convey about your company, 
products, and opportunity? As you might guess, for the pre- 
ceding reasons, this is not one of my preferred methods of 
spreading the word. 


The Call-Fax-Call Approach 


This approach is a great way to target small business owners 
who may benefit from your company’s product line or in- 
come opportunity. It involves three simple steps: 


1. Call the small business owner to explain how your com- 
pany benefits this group. Ask for permission to fax them a 
one-page sheet outlining the benefits of your program. 
Ask for the name of the person who would evaluate such a 
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program. Request permission to follow-up with this per- 
son later that day or the next day to answer any questions 
and inquire about his or her level of interest. 

2. Fax your one-page sheet to the attention of the person re- 
ferred to in Step #1. 

3. Follow-up with a phone call to answer questions and 
gauge interest. Since this approach involves cold calling a 
list of suspects to determine who will identify themselves 
as actual prospects, success will result from speaking with 
sufficient numbers to make this a viable pathway to build 
your business. 


Exhibit 3.3 shows an actual script I’ve used to target kennel 
owners with our company’s products and income opportu- 
nity. Alter it to pertain to your company’s program and the 
niche market you'll target. Exhibit 3.4 shows the fax we 
would send. 


Trade Shows and Conventions 


‘Trade shows present a great opportunity to put your products 
and income opportunity before literally hundreds or even 
thousands of prospects, typically during the time span of a day 
to a week. These shows can range from a small, intimate gath- 
ering with a small table space rental costing less than $100 
and manned by a single distributor or two to a massive exposi- 
tion lasting several days that might fill a huge convention cen- 
ter. Booth space at such a show might run up to $10,000 or 
more and require a co-op agreement among a dozen or more 
distributors, who share the cost of the space and alternate to 
provide coverage over the entire run of the show. Those dis- 
tributors who rent booth space agree to share the product sales 
and the income opportunity prospects who express an interest.

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Trade shows can range from niche-specific affairs that 
appeal to a certain profession or group to general business- 
to-business conventions that target the needs of businesses. 
They can also be opportunity or product expos open to the 
general public. These shows cover all interests from auto 
and boat shows to home and vacation shows and to dog and 
exotic pet shows as well as thousands of other categories. 
Some shows even feature home-based business opportuni- 
ties whereby distributors compete to create value for the 
prospects in attendance. 

Conduct some research to determine if your company’s 
products or services may fit well with the theme of a particu- 
lar show. Our team members have sold up to $10,000 in 
products at some of the large pet and dental trade shows 
where these themes specifically targeted two of our product 
lines. At some shows, those distributors working the booth 
split hundreds of quality leads whom they would continue to 
follow up in the weeks following the show. 

Conducting a successful trade show booth depends upon 
several key components. Here’s a list of some proven guide- 
lines to support your success. 


m Request a floor plan and booth space layout from the con- 
vention coordinator. Select a good location for your booth 
that will put you where the traffic flow is best. Avoid back 
rooms and remote, hard-to-find locations. It’s often better 
to pass on accepting a poor location if that’s the only 
space available. 

m Determine if your focus for the show will be on selling 
products or services to attendees, or if you will primarily 
concentrate on creating interest in your income opportu- 
nity. Some shows lend themselves to both possibilities. If 
this is the case at your show, have a product display at one 
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end of the booth and an income opportunity presentation 
at the other. You'll want to convey the fact that the extra- 
ordinary nature of your products makes possible your awe- 
some income opportunity. 

= Make sure your energy is friendly, upbeat, welcoming, 
professional, and attractive to convention attendees. Low- 
energy presentations, sloppy dress, food in the booth, or 
amateurish displays have no place at successful trade 
show booths. 

= [f your intention is to prospect for distributors interested 
in creating their own home-based businesses—which I 
strongly suggest you consider doing—I recommend cre- 
ating an attractive banner or sign that speaks to your in- 
come opportunity. Kinkos and other sign makers offer 
this service. 

Some possible slogans for this sign might be: 


m Where Will YOU Be Financially in 4 Years? 

m Work at Home and Earn What You're Worth 

m Distributors Wanted: Earn a Full-Time Income with 
a Part-Time Effort 

m Work from Home on Your Computer 

m Partners Wanted for Lucrative Expansion into New 
England Areas 

m Entrepreneurs Wanted: Share in Our Company’s 
Profits 

a Earn a Dream Income from Home 

m Lose Weight, Make Money 

m Or any other headline that will allow you to create an 
opening to discuss your income opportunity 


m Set up your booth in an open U shape with a table at the 
rear of the booth. This setup welcomes and encourages at- 
tendees to check out your offering instead of keeping 
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them away with a barrier. Place some chairs in your space 
and invite prospects to make themselves comfortable as 
you discuss your presentation. 

Have one or more distributors work the aisles, asking a 
question that arouses curiosity and interest while inviting 
passersby to learn more about your company, products, 
and income opportunity. Build rapport, exude warmth, 
and avoid being pushy or offensive. 

Have a professional video or DVD presentation featuring 
your products, company, and opportunity running contin- 
uously. Set up this presentation on the side of the booth 
that features information about your income opportunity. 
Next to the video presentation, have a book filled with sat- 
ished customers’ testimonials and successful business 
builders’ stories. 

Offer a drawing for a free product or some other valuable 
prize in exchange for attendees filling out a brief survey 
card that lists name, address, e-mail address, phone num- 
ber, and their level of interest (1 to 10) in either products 
or income opportunity. Invite attendees to sign your guest 
register to receive additional information. 

Inform attendees that your company offers superior prod- 
ucts that make the awesome income opportunity possi- 
ble. Briefly explain the top products’ most important 
benefits. Say that your business is growing rapidly and 
you are interviewing for associates to join your team. Of- 
fer those who express a significant interest (7 to 10 on 
your rating scale) a free package consisting of a cover let- 
ter containing your story, a product catalog, and a 
prospecting brochure. If your company has an inexpen- 
sive audiotape, CD, or DVD explaining the income op- 
portunity, include that as well. For those who express a 
lesser interest, offer a one-page fact and testimonial sheet 
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explaining the most important benefits of your products, 
company, and opportunity. Always include an e-mail ad- 
dress, web site URL, and business card in all of your 
prospecting packages. 

If your booth is equipped with Internet access, set up a 
notebook computer that features your company’s web site. 
If the booth does not have an Internet connection, down- 
load to your desktop about 5 to 10 of the most important 
web pages and display them for all to see. 

Make sure your booth, signage, prospecting materials, 
and setup all communicate a professional and successful 
image. Avoid handwritten or unprofessional appearing 
signs, table drapes, and other elements. 

If a small, separate meeting room is available for your use 
in the convention facility, use it to conduct powerful but 
brief (approximately 12 minute) overviews scheduled 
every 30 to 60 minutes. If a room is not available, arrange 
a number of chairs to the side of your booth, if space al- 
lows, and conduct your presentation right there. Have all 
distributors working the booth invite everyone to attend 
the next informative lecture. Have your most effective 
speaker conduct these presentations. Have her begin by 
taking two minutes to share her story, including how and 
why she was initially introduced and attracted to the com- 
pany and income opportunity. 

Next, take two minutes to explain about the network 
marketing industry, establishing its longevity and speak- 
ing to bolster its credibility with your prospects. ‘Take 
another three minutes to briefly explain the benefits of 
your product line and another five minutes to demon- 
strate a success model that illustrates how geometric 
progression works. Underscore the value of creating a 
residual or royalty-type income. 
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I like to show a model depicting how identifying and 
partnering with 4 business builders will result in a sizable 
organization. These 4 identify 4 others, who identify 4 
others, who identify 4 others. This model of 4/16/64/256 
creates a total of 340 people—all using and recommend- 
ing $100 in products per month. It generates $34,000 in 
total organizational sales, which if commissionable at 30 
percent, yields a residual income of $10,000 or more each 
month. You'll need to apply your own company’s com- 
pensation numbers to such a model. 

Ask for a few testimonials on the products and income 
opportunity if other distributors are present at the meet- 
ing. End with a call to action—requesting the names and 
contact information of those who would like to learn 
more. Inform the group that you are available to answer 
any questions, or speak privately to anyone who expresses 
an interest. 

Make interested prospects a valuable offer. It may sound like 
this: “If you decide to join our team today by becoming a 
distributor for the Magnificent Company and place your 
first product order, we will commit to supporting you to get 
off to a great start. The next business builder we identify to- 
day who is interested in joining our team will be placed in 
your organization. What’s more, we will make this same of- 
fer to this distributor and to their new distributor and so forth 
down the line! So, you could actually end the trade show 
with a solid line of business builders in your very own group, 
just for having the foresight to get started today.” Create ex- 
citement and convey a sense of urgency by rewarding those 
who are ready to commit to their own success. 

Research other trade shows that will take place in the 
coming three months. Have a sign-up sheet and take 
commitments to reserve additional booth space so that 
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you can build momentum from show to show. This tells 
prospects that you are committed to supporting them to 
share in the success that such a pathway allows. 

m Commit to following up all the leads generated, within 
the next week or two after the show. The longer you take 
to re-establish contact, the less likely will you be to rekin- 
dle the interest sparked at the show. 

m Don’t pass up your chance to develop rapport with other 
booth owners. These entrepreneurial individuals are often 
looking for additional income opportunities or products 
to add to their current booth offerings. Network with 
other presenters, sending people their way when possible. 
Your thoughtfulness will be rewarded tenfold. 


Professional Business Receptions 


Professional business receptions or PBRs are a great way to 
build your business with velocity by using your and your 
prospects’ and team members’ circles of influence. PBRs are 
typically hosted in a home or office until such time that the 
numbers attending expand to require a hotel meeting room 
or function facility. Even with limited numbers, they can be 
successfully conducted in a home or office by inviting guests 
to come, have fun, and learn about your company’s products 
and income opportunity. Here are some keys to hosting a suc- 
cessful professional business reception. 


m Hold your PBR in a comfortable setting. A home’s living 
room or office boardroom is perfect. 

m You'll need to invite five people to get at least one to at- 
tend. Encourage your team to each commit to bringing at 
least one or two prospects with them. 
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m Have the senior leader serve as the master of cere- 


monies. The person hosting the PBR should introduce 
the senior leader with a powerful introduction that es- 
tablishes credibility. 

Serve tea, coffee, or soft drinks but never alcohol. It’s criti- 
cal that you create a professional atmosphere conducive 
to a business presentation. If your company sells a shake, 
drink, or food product, have samples available for your 
guests. 

Here’s a format that works well. 


m [f your company has a well-done video or DVD presen- 
tation, play that first. 

m After viewing this, have the host introduce your senior 
leader to conduct the presentation. As with any power- 
ful presentation, he or she should edify the speaker, 
point out his or her accomplishments, and tell a hu- 
morous or interesting story that endears the speaker to 
the group. 

m The speaker will begin by sharing his or her story, 
telling how and why they became involved with your 
company. This story should be inspirational and con- 
vey his or her vision, which the Magnificent Com- 
pany will make possible. It should also contain a 
pledge of support to all present to work with the new 
people joining the team to achieve their own personal 
success. 

m The speaker should establish the credibility of the net- 
work marketing concept and explain the value of creat- 
ing a residual income. 

m He should also explain the asset value of such an in- 
come. (You would need to tie up $1 million invested at 
4 percent interest to create a monthly residual income 
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of $3,300. Point out how much easier it is to build an 
organization that will pay you this amount.) 

m The speaker should then establish the credibility of the 
company, outline the benefits of the product line, and 
establish their value in making the extraordinary in- 
come opportunity possible. 

m He or she can show a model demonstrating how geo- 
metric progression works to build wealth (4 who get 4, 
etc.) and end with a call-to-action challenge to join the 
team. 

m He can also extend an invitation to connect with the 
person who invited each guest to discuss building his or 
her own network marketing dynasty. 


The entire presentation should take no more than 20 to 
30 minutes before opening up the conversation for ques- 
tions. The evening should end with casual conversation 
about the company, products, and opportunity as coffee, 
tea, soft drinks, or dessert is served. 

For those prospects interested in getting started right 
away, plans can be made to schedule and host additional 
PBRs to support their business-building efforts. 

Unless you can be assured of gathering enough prospects 
and team members to fill a large hotel or function-hall 
meeting room, it is better to first host your meetings in an 
informal setting like a home or office. A meeting with 10 
new prospects attending can look like a great success 
when held in a home but a terrible, disappointing failure 
when held in a hotel meeting room. 

Use the PBR format to build locally. It is an especially ef- 
fective means for people with significant warm market 
contacts to build their businesses. It also does not necessi- 
tate the need for additional lead generation expense. 
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Lead Lists 


Today, numerous lead generation companies offer lists of op- 
portunity seekers or work-at-home prospects. These lists often 
come with name, mailing address, phone number, and e- 
mail address. Some also include a brief survey filled out by 
the prospect to describe his level of interest. 

The quality and cost of these lists can vary tremendously. 
Often, the higher priced leads may be fresher, may be sold ex- 
clusively to one or two clients, and may contain a survey 
filled out describing the prospect’s interest. Some are also pre- 
qualified by phone to make sure that the prospect is, in fact, 
still interested in evaluating a home-based business opportu- 
nity. Beware that the quality of a leads list is not always pro- 
portionate to the cost. Many unscrupulous vendors resell the 
same worthless lists multiple times to unsuspecting buyers. 

Moreover, leads can be gathered by a number of different 
methods. The lowest-quality leads may have registered for a 
free drawing, lotto, or other perk—meaning that they proba- 
bly are not serious prospects. Opt-out leads are also of poor 
quality. These people are considered prospects unless they re- 
move themselves from the lead pool. Obviously, many people 
fail to take action to clarify their real status so that they, too, 
are misrepresented as a lead when they are not interested in 
any opportunity. Leads harvested by co-registration methods 
whereby the person may not have read the fine print saying 
they agree to be contacted for a business opportunity, are also 
typically of very poor quality. 

Opt-in leads are those who have agreed to receive infor- 
mation about a home-based business opportunity. Again, not 
all opt-in leads are serious prospects. Some will not even re- 
member filling out an opt-in request. Double opt-in leads are 
screened twice, giving the prospect two chances of opting out

if desired. More qualified leads are those who actually re- 
sponded to an advertisement closely resembling what your 
opportunity offers. Some companies promise to sell these 
leads exclusively to one buyer for a certain time period, typi- 
cally two to four weeks. Again, leads that have been prequali- 
fied by calling to verify the accuracy of their information, 
while confirming their interest, are usually the best bets. 

As most lead lists today are compiled from Internet ads, 
all reputable companies will offer a verification and date the 
lead was generated proving that the person actually re- 
sponded to an offer. This verification is important proof to 
avoid being accused of spamming or worse, calling someone 
who has registered their name on the national Do Not Call 
registry. Again, a word of warning: Violating this request can 
result in up to an $11,000 fine per incident. For safety rea- 
sons, some companies actually mark those names that are not 
on the DNC list, thus providing a great measure of safety and 
peace of mind in following up only those people who wish to 
be called. 

The best way to determine which type of leads is most 
productive for your purposes is to test a batch of each. By 
tracking your success ratios, you can identify if you are bet- 
ter off purchasing more inexpensive leads or fewer, more 
costly ones. For example, one inexpensive lead company I 
tested generated a ratio of two enrollments per 100 names. 
These leads cost $60 per 100, so the final cost to acquire a 
distributor translated to be $30 each. I conducted another 
test in which I purchased 20 $5 leads for the same cost of 
$100. These generated two new distributors as well. The 
difference between these two lists turned out to be the time 
I needed to call each prospect. In the end, although the fi- 
nal cost per new distributor worked out to be the same dol- 
lar amount, I subsequently opted to purchase more of the 
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better, more expensive leads as they required less total 
prospecting hours to generate a similar result. 


Internet Auto-Responder Systems 


Many network marketing companies and a number of ser- 
vice companies have created generic systems designed to 
serve the networking industry to automate the prospecting 
process online. These companies have created various on- 
line business-building systems that perform the following 
functions: 


m Introduce prospects to the network marketing concept 
with online movies, text, and audio programs. 

m F-mail a series of messages that go out on a set schedule 
automatically via auto-responder to opt-in prospects who 
have agreed to receive offers regarding a home-based busi- 
ness opportunity. 

m Introduce prospects to the network marketing company 
with which they are affiliated and its product line and in- 
come opportunity. 

m Continue to drip on prospects by sending as many as 100 
different e-mail messages inviting them to find out more 
and to try a sample product order. 


These systems can be very effective in sifting through lead 
lists to identify interested prospects. In all systems, an e-mail 
message serves as an initial contact, sparking interest and be- 
ginning the prospect’s educational process. ‘They do not take 
the place of personal phone contact. They do not eliminate 
the need to build rapport and do not replace the partnership, 
relationship, and leadership elements that are so critical in 
building a thriving network marketing dynasty.

space in the publication. It is not uncommon for publica- 
tions that sell advertising space to agree to publish your com- 
pany’s press releases as a thank-you for patronizing their 
magazine or newspaper. 

Effective press releases announce newsworthy product in- 
troductions, events, or stories. They are easy to read, informa- 
tive, and to the point. It is often wise to include your most 
important points, web site URL, and contact information 
early in the release, in case the editors shorten its content to 
fit in with their space requirements. 

‘To secure placement of your release, you can either contact 
your target publication directly or use a wire service to expose 
your release to a wide range of print publications and other 
mediums. To do it yourself, send your release via mail, e-mail, 
or fax to the publication’s appropriate editor along with a photo 
of the product, company, or person featured. The Gale Direc- 
tory of Publications and Broadcast Media is a great resource for 
newspapers and their editors. You can find a copy at your local 
library.

publicist, ask for references from companies offering similar 
products or services who have utilized the publicist’s services 
with good results.

tra-successful network marketing dynasty. It is not important 
that every distributor be able to work every particular method 
of building available in order to be successful. It takes only 
finding at least one way that works for you. Some distributors 
will be extremely effective at cold calling. Others, like me, 
prefer to place ads and reply to those who express an interest. 
Some like hosting professional business receptions and so 
forth. Encourage your team to find the pathways and prospect 
sources that allow them to maximize their own personal effec- 
tiveness and productivity. There’s usually a way that works for 
every distributor—if she possesses the commitment to keep 
working until she finds it and then masters this approach. 

Now that we’ve thoroughly discussed how to generate 
enough leads through a variety of methods, let’s examine how 
to create a prospecting system to support the success of new 
and seasoned distributors alike. 
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ESTABLISHING A SIMPLE, 
DUPLICABLE PROSPECTING SYSTEM 


Successful prospecting systems typically share a number of 
common characteristics. 


1. They are duplicable. Most anyone can immediately fol- 
low the system and experience enrollment success, 
which is not reserved exclusively for only the company’s 
most charismatic master presenters. The systems put 
into place make the presentation for the distributor. His 
or her job is as simple as connecting the prospect to the 
system. 

2. They are professionally produced and communicate qual- 
ity, longevity, and success. Poorly written or worn out 
copies of letters or flyers and amateurish audiotapes or 
web sites have no place in a duplicable system intended 
to convey an image of success. 

3. They are inexpensive to acquire and use and are made 
readily available to new distributors, especially those on a 
limited budget. 


Let’s now examine some possible components of such an 
effective prospecting system. 


1. A brief prerecorded toll-free opportunity message avail- 
able 24/7. This sort of message can serve as an integral 
part of any successful prospecting system. New distribu- 
tors can three-way call their prospects to listen to this short 
overview of the company, products, and opportunity. This 
type of message does a far superior job of explaining the 
benefits of associating with your company than a new dis- 
tributor could initially hope to do by himself. 
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2. A three-way call or teleconference presentation. After lis- 
tening to the message, if the prospect expresses an interest 
in learning more, the new distributor can simply arrange 
for another three-way call with his sponsor or success-line 
mentor, or he could tie the prospect into a company or 
success-line sponsored income opportunity group tele- 
conference presentation. 


Please see the accompanying text box for a sample oppor- 
tunity call script that can be recorded by either a company of- 
ficer or successful field leader. If your company or success-line 
does not offer this type of brief toll-free overview, adapt this 
script to your opportunity or simply create your own. 


Toll-Free Opportunity Recording 


Hello and thank you for calling this brief overview presenta- 
tion of The Magnificent Company. My name is Joe Jones and 
I've been with the Magnificent Company for 10 years. I am a 
top income earner and serve as a member of the President's 
Inner Circle. My association with The Magnificent Company 
has been truly life-changing. Ten years ago | was working at 
a dead-end job in a shoe factory, earning minimum wage. 
After four years of part-time effort with the Magnificent 
Company, | was earning an exciting professional income that 
made possible the realization of many of my wildest dreams. 
These included retiring at the age of thirty-five, paying off 
all my debt, buying the house of my dreams mortgage-free, 
and having the money to travel around the world at least six 
times a year with my wife and children.

Duplicable Distributor Web Sites 


Most network marketing companies offer a very professional 
corporate web site for their distributors’ use. Many of these 
same companies have the capability of cloning this site for 
personalization by all distributors. By offering this feature, dis- 
tributors can add their own personal photos, story, and intro- 
ductory paragraphs to create value, develop rapport, and 
educate web site visitors. These duplicable web sites are often 
included in the cost of becoming a distributor or are available 
for a small monthly fee, which covers the costs of keeping the 
site current and adding any desired features to support distrib- 
utors to manage their business growth, order products, and ef- 
fectively communicate with their organizations. One great 
benefit of such a duplicable web site is the ability for all dis- 
tributors to convey a professional image from day one while 
offering their prospects this same ability, if they decide to join 
the team. An additional advantage is that by controlling site 
content, companies avoid the risk of irresponsible therapeutic 
and income claims made by distributors that could result in 
the Food and Drug Administration (FDA) or the FTC shut- 
ting down the company for legal violations, thus placing 
everyone’s financial future in jeopardy. 
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Personalized distributor—corporate web sites serve as a 
great free or inexpensive tool to use to build your business. It’s 
easy to send a link to everyone you know, requesting that they 
check out your company and opportunity. Your web address 
can be included in all ads you place as well as on your sta- 
tionery, business cards, and signature file. 

When prospecting a person who agrees to take a look at 
your company, products, and opportunity, ask if he has easy 
access to the Internet. If the answer is yes, suggest he visit 
your web site (along with listening to your company’s prere- 
corded message) before speaking with you for your sched- 
uled follow-up call or meeting. Doing so will save you the 
expense of mailing out a prospecting package before pre- 
qualifying recipients. If your prospect likes what he sees on 
your site, you can always follow up with a traditional package 
containing a catalog, prospecting brochure, and audio or 
video presentation. 


Generic Network Marketing Web Sites for 
Prospecting Opportunity Seekers Online 


A number of companies offer to distributors affiliated with 
any network marketing company a duplicable, personalized 
web site that can be used to screen hundreds or thousands of 
leads who have opted in to receive information on a home- 
based business while working on the computer. These web 
sites typically offer videos to educate online visitors about the 
benefits of creating a home-based business while enticing 
them to explore what life might be like if money were no ob- 
ject and they could actually realize their fondest dreams. 
Many of these generic systems do a good job of explaining 
the network marketing concept and the value of creating a 
residual income. They are effective in sorting through large

numbers of inexpensive online leads to identify the serious 
prospects in the group. Distributors involved with companies 
that do not offer the duplicable web site option can take ad- 
vantage of these sites to communicate a professional business- 
building system to support the value of the networking 
concept. Many such companies also offer a wide array of 
customizable auto-responders to drip on the hundreds, thou- 
sands, or tens of thousands of leads that can be easily entered 
into their fully automated system. Some examples of com- 
panies offering such a program are www.iprodirect.com, 
www.growthpro.com, or www.wtpowers.net. 

Although these automated web site systems complete 
with lead e-mailing capabilities can be a nice way to sift 
through the masses of uninterested parties in search of the se- 
rious prospects, they best serve as only a first step in the 
prospecting process. Personal contact with the prospects who 
want to learn more through a phone conversation complete 
with rapport building, partnershipping, and team-building 
support are critical elements necessary for building a network 
marketing dynasty. 


Using Your Company’s Support Materials 


Even in this modern day and age, approximately 25 percent 
or more of your prospects will not have easy access to the In- 
ternet or will be computer-challenged to some degree. Many 
also prefer the ability to hold a brochure or book in their 
hands, listen to an audiotape on the way to work, or watch a 
video or DVD presentation in the comfort of their favorite 
easy chair. For these prospects, it is important to have a ready 
supply of professional support materials that explain your 
company’s history and vision, the value of the product line, 
and the life-changing possibilities made available through 
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the income opportunity. Because some prospects are visually 
oriented while others learn better through auditory means, it 
is usually a good idea to include some written material in 
each prospecting pack along with an audio or video presenta- 
tion if available. 

Prepare these packs ahead of time. Include a business 
card and have a blank piece of stationery in each so that you 
can hand-write a personal note at a moment’s notice. Keep 
some packs handy in your car and some at home and work. 
Successful networkers often keep a pack or two in a large 
handbag or briefcase, always ready to pass it along to a recep- 
tive prospect when the opportunity arises. 

For prospects new to the concept of network marketing, 
also be sure to include a generic educational tool explaining 
the value of the network marketing concept. Brilliant Com- 
pensation by Tim Sales or Mailbox Money by Richard Brooke 
work well for this purpose. 

Let’s now turn our attention to the arena of what to 
say to our prospects to increase the likelihood of successful 
enrollments. 


Matching Your Situation While 
Addressing Your Prospect’s Needs 


What you will say to your prospects will depend upon a num- 
ber of factors. These include how well you know the prospect, 
how much rapport and relationship you have established to 
create an opening for him to be interested in listening to what 
you have to share, and where you'd guess his interest may lie. 
Obviously, your presentation will differ if you are speaking to 
your Uncle Charlie, someone who has answered a display ad 
you placed in a targeted niche publication, or the lady stand- 
ing in line next to you at the supermarket checkout line. In 
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spite of these varying situations, all successful prospecting 
conversations will share a number of common elements. 
Let’s look at these three situations in greater detail to see 
how a typical prospecting conversation might go. 
First, in the case of speaking with someone you know fairly 
well, there are a number of ways to create an opening to share 
about your company, products, and income opportunity. 


Here are some opening lines you might say to a person you al- 
ready know. 


m Uncle Charlie, I’ve recently partnered with some very 
successful business leaders to support our company’s ex- 
pansion into the Chicago area. I admire your business ex- 
pertise and thought Pd ask if you’d consider taking a look 
at what we're doing with an eye toward possibly joining 
me as a business partner. 

m Uncle Charlie, I know how health conscious you are. I’m 
working with a company that distributes some exceptional 
nutritional supplements. Would you be willing to take a 
look at them and let me know what you think? I'd appreci- 
ate you becoming a customer if possible. Thanks! 

m Uncle Charlie, I need your help. I’m leading my com- 
pany’s expansion into New England, and I’m looking for 
some potential business partners. Would you be willing to 
give me 30 minutes so we might brainstorm who you 
think might be willing to take a look at what we’re doing? 

m Uncle Charlie, Pm looking to partner with a (your uncle’s 
occupation) to introduce our company’s product line to 
this group. Would you be interested in exploring some 
possible synergies with me? 

m Uncle Charlie, who do you know who could use some ex- 
tra money? 
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Here is something you might say to someone who answers 
an advertisement. 


m Hello, is Linda there? Hi, my name is Joe Jones and I’m 
returning your call. You left a message after seeing our 
ad in the Boston Globe. Is this a good time to visit for a 
few minutes? Great! Before I tell you about our com- 
pany and income opportunity, would you please tell 
me a little about yourself? Where do you live, what do 
you do for a living, and what sparked your interest in 
our ad? 


Here are some things you might say to someone whom you 
meet as you go about your day. 


m Hi, I think I’ve seen you before in this store, shopping. I 
was wondering if you might be able to give me some ad- 
vice. Pm new to the area and looking for people who 
might want to earn some extra income from home, work- 
ing with a very well-respected multimillion dollar com- 
pany. Would you possibly know of anyone who might be 
interested in an interview? If so, I could arrange it so that 
our company would send you a nice thank-you check for 
your referral. 

m Break the ice and develop rapport by speaking about 
something that sparks your attention. It could be as sim- 
ple as commenting on the weather or a newspaper head- 
line at a newsstand, complimenting someone on her 
jewelry, and so on. Follow up this small talk with a com- 
pliment and a question that creates an opening. For exam- 
ple, you might say, “You look like the kind of professional 
person I’m looking for. Would you be willing to listen to 
this audiotape? ld be happy to touch base with you after- 
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ward to see if you'd like to learn more. Would that work 
for you?” 

Use an elevator presentation. Thanks to Hilton Johnson 
of MLM University for this technique. Break the ice. De- 
velop rapport. Say something like, “You look familiar. Do 
you work around here?” (Yes) “Oh, what do you do for a 
living?” When they answer, say something like, “Really, 
Pm looking for people like you in my business.” If they 
ask you what you do, say something like, “You know how 
(fll in the blank). Well, what I do is (fill in the blank to 


create an opening).” 
Here are some examples: 


You know how most people work all their lives earning less 
than they really deserve, only to retire and be forced to live 
on half of what was too little to begin with? Well, what I do 
is show people how to retire 15 years earlier at twice their 
usual pay level. Do you know anyone who might be inter- 
ested in learning more about that? 


You know how most people work all their lives at jobs that 
don’t pay them what they’re worth? Well, what I do is show 
people how to get paid what they’re worth by doing what 
they love to do! Would that interest you to learn more? 
What day this week can we talk for a few minutes? 


You know how companies pay huge amounts to advertise 
their product lines? Well, what I do is show people how to 
get their share of these revenues. Our partners earn up to a 
high six-figure yearly income. Do you know anyone who 
might be interested in learning more? We're interviewing 
right now for self-starters interested in getting paid what 
they're worth. 
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Of course, having a simple system in place will dramati- 
cally support you and your new distributors to achieve great 
success. For example, if you or your company has in place 
that brief five-minute company, products, and income oppor- 
tunity toll-free message I discussed earlier, all you’d have to 
do is say something like, “Would you have just five minutes to 
listen to a brief summary of what I do to support people to 
earn extra money from home?” If the answer is yes, use three- 
way calling to connect your prospect to the recorded mes- 
sage. Or if you are out and about town, hand her your cell 
phone to listen in. After she has heard the message, ask if your 
prospect would be willing to further explore this possibility of 
making money from home. Make a request that your prospect 
take a next step. This might mean speaking with your busi- 
ness partner, attending a meeting, trying an initial product 
package, watching a video, and so on. 

Let’s now look at Exhibits 3.9 through 3.13, some sample 
scripts I use to follow up interested prospects who have re- 
sponded to an advertisement. You'll need to adapt the script 
to fit in with your company, product line, and compensation 
structure. Remember that any script serves as a starting point 
rather than a word-for-word rigid presentation that you must 
read and follow to the letter. Become so familiar with your 
script’s flow that you can alter it, as needed, to guide your 
prospects along in learning about your offering. Always de- 
velop rapport and create rich possibilities for them as you go. 

Exhibit 3.14 on page 130 is one more sample conversa- 
tion script that you may wish to internalize as a guide to sup- 
port your prospecting conversations. This is a script our team 
uses to follow up advertising leads that have been acquired 
online. The key to success with calling leads of this type is to 
follow up at least six times (via phone and e-mail) until you 
get a “yes, no, or keep me on a mailing list and try me later.” 
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You: Hello, this is Joe Jones. May | please speak with Jane? 
Phone Answerer: Who's calling? 


You: This is Joe Jones with the work-at-home program, re- 
turning Jane’s request for information on our program. 


Phone Answerer: Yes, just a minute, please. 
Prospect: Hi, this is Jane. 


You: Hi, Jane, this is Joe Jones with the work-at-home pro- 
gram. I'm calling in response to your request for informa- 
tion on how you can earn money from home by working 
on your computer. Do you have a few minutes for me to ex- 
plain how our simple, fully-automated program is support- 
ing people to develop exciting incomes working at home 
on their computers? 


Prospect: Yes, | have a few minutes. 


You: Great. People are joining our program by the thou- 


sands every week. These range from some who are looking 
for a few extra hundred dollars each week to others work- 
ing a plan to build a high six-figure yearly income, and 
many somewhere in between. Can | ask you a few ques- 
tions before | explain how the program works to see where 
there might be the best fit? 


Prospect: Sure. 


You: Thank you. First, can you tell me a little bit about 
yourself, who you are, what you do, why you are interested 
in working at home? In other words, anything that will 
help me to know you better and to better understand 
what is important to you so I can see if there might be a fit 
with what we do. 


(Develop rapport and make a friend.) 
(Continues)

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Also, if you looked back on this day in a year or two, from 
an income perspective, what would make your decision to 
join us in partnership worthwhile?

Or maybe a few extra thousand a month—like 
enough for a nice house payment? Or are you interested in 
establishing a full-time professional income by working 
part-time from home—like many on our team who have re- 
tired early, thanks to our program, which has produced fi- 
nancial freedom for them?

You: Yes, thousands of leading health care professionals 
have been recommending the Magnificent Company’s 
products to their patients since 1984. I'm sure you'll agree 
the Magnificent Company products are the finest available 
anywhere. We offer about 70 different products including 
oral health care, personal care, nutritional care, weight- 
loss, air-purification, and pet care products.

. State the facts: 


I'm calling to ask what you are interested in before | send out in- 
formation about our program. This is not a job. It’s a home- 
based income opportunity. Is that of interest to you in learning 
more about it? 


. Listen to the story: 


Most prospects will want to hear what you have to offer at this 
point. It's important for you to learn about their story, develop 
rapport, and get into their world. 


. What is this? They will eventually get to the point of asking 
you what you are introducing to them. Direct the conversa- 
tion to address their needs and wants. Here’s what I say: 

I'm with a company called the Magnificent Company. We have 


been in business for more than 20 years. I’ve personally been 
with this great company for 11 years. 


Here's where | tell my story. After that, | get back to what it is: 


The Magnificent Company is a network marketing company. Are 
you familiar with this concept? (Most are not.) Well, there are 
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three ways to earn income with our company. First is retail in- 
come. That means selling products for a profit. You may choose to 
do this only or to not do this at all. Most successful income earners 
do this to some extent. When you discover how truly awesome 
our company’s products are, you'll naturally think of people who 
will want to try them and keep buying them from you, since they 
are consumable products that everyone needs. This does two 
things for you: It builds income and creates security. 


| then tell them briefly about our product lines and offer a story 
if | see an opening regarding how any of the products relate to 
my prospect. 


Mary, the next way you will get paid from the Magnificent 
Company is with bonuses. You see, the company rewards those 
who enroll others who place orders for our products. This is es- 
pecially lucrative if you know anyone who may have an outlet 
for our products. [Give a few examples of occupations that 
have done well with the Magnificent Company.] Also, when 
someone wants to build an income with the Magnificent Com- 
pany, they order an initial product mix called a quick-start or- 
der. You can earn up to $200 on each one of these orders. 
These are paid daily! This leads me to the third way to get 
paid with our company and that involves residual income. Are 
you familiar with the concept of residual or royalty income, 
Mary? Well, it’s like writing a book, or acting in a movie. Once 
you do it, you get paid on it for life! I'll explain more about 
how to build such an income with our company when we 
speak again next. 


What's my role: 


Mary, my responsibility in all of this is to support you to develop 
an action plan to create the income you desire. | will also work 
with you initially to carry it out.

My name is Tom Thomas and you were referred to me because 
you responded to an Internet advertisement. | understand you are 
interested in creating income from home with a home-based busi- 
ness. Is this a good time to visit with you for a few minutes? Great! 


(If no, schedule a time to speak.) 


| represent a very successful multimillion dollar company 
named the Magnificent Company. Have you heard of us? 


(If yes, ask what they know about the Magnificent Company.) 


(If no) 


We have been successfully supporting people to create life- 
changing incomes at home since 1984. In fact, our group is 
more than 110,000 strong and we have hundreds joining us 
every day because of the simple, duplicable success system we 
have in place. 

Before | explain a little about our company, products, and suc- 
cess system, is it okay if | ask you a few questions to get to know 
you better to see if there may be a fit for you? 


(Sure.) 


Great! Thank you. 

Can you please tell me a little about yourself, what you are 
looking for in terms of a home business (if you know), and what 
level of income monthly would make a home business worthwhile 
for you? 


(Ask further questions to develop rapport and get into the 
prospect's world. Say things like, “Tell me more about that. How 
long have you been doing that for a living? Have you lived there 
long?” Build the relationship and make a friend.) 


Can you tell me what caused you to reply to the ad? We offer 
the opportunity to earn anywhere from a little extra income 
monthly (like a car payment or house payment) to the ability to 
replace a full-time income. For others, we represent a chance to 
achieve great wealth. We do this by following a simple business 
plan that | will explain in a minute. What type of income monthly 
are you looking to achieve? 
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(Any income amount) 


Great! | can show you exactly how you can earn that much and 
more. 

Allow me to tell you a little bit about our company, products, 
and home-business opportunity. We have partnered with an in- 
ternational multimillion dollar company named the Magnificent 
Company to support people just like you to create life-impacting 
incomes. We are a twenty-one-year-old company with an out- 
standing reputation for extraordinary products and for support- 
ing people to develop an income that can be life-changing. Have 
you heard of our great products? We have five product lines. Our 
dental care line is recommended by tens of thousands of dentists 
and hygienists to their patients daily. We also have extraordinary 
weight loss and nutritional product lines. 

In addition to the oral health care and nutritional lines, we 
have a unique pet care line. Our hottest product in this line is the 
Magnificent Company Pet Solution. When added to the pet's wa- 
ter bowl, it totally eliminates bad breath and at the same time is 
about 60 percent as effective as brushing any pet's teeth. We find 
that no one wants to brush their pet's teeth daily. Do you have 
any pets or know anyone who does? 

The Magnificent Company also has a line of great personal 
care products that people use every day. In addition we have an 
air purification line that is great at eliminating all odors including 
pet odors, smoke, and smoking odors. It's a godsend for folks 
with allergies and asthma. 

In a nutshell, the Magnificent Company offers a wide variety of 
exceptional products that people love to use and recommend. 

The Magnificent Company's products are marketed through 
network marketing. Are you familiar with network marketing? 


(If no) 


Instead of putting its money into an advertising budget, the 
Magnificent Company has chosen to pay lucrative bonuses to 
those who use and recommend their products and business 
opportunity. 

(Continues) 
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(If yes) 

Great! Have you ever been involved with a network marketing 
company before? 

What was your experience like? Let me show you an example 
of how you could earn a nice monthly income from the Magnifi- 
cent Company by doing 3 key things: 


1. Use the Magnificent Company products and identify your fa- 
vorites. 

. Recommend these Magnificent products and the Magnifi- 
cent business opportunity to others (just as | am doing now) 
and 

. Sponsor those into your Magnificent Company business who 
want to earn some extra money, whether that is a little extra 
income or enough to retire early on and do what you want to 
do when you want to do it. 


In the plan I’m about to demonstrate, let's assume that you and | 
work in partnership to identify and support four other people to 
use and recommend the Magnificent products and business op- 


portunity. For example, do you know anyone who could use some 
extra money? What is that person’s name? 


(Tim)

If you are ready to join us, let's get you registered with the 
company so that they will know where to send your checks. Let's 
also set up a call so that | can walk you through our simple, du- 
plicable 7-Step business-building system. Would this Thursday 
evening work well for you? 
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Remember, this script will be most effective if you can make it 
sound like it is a part of you, not something you are reading. 
Make a friend, have fun, project a successful posture, create 
value and rich possibilities, and look to contribute to the per- 
son. Put yourself in their shoes and speak to them in a 
friendly, conversational tone. 

Take the prospect through the 7-Step Success System, 
outlined in this book, with your sponsor or success-line part- 
ner, if you are not yet ready to do so alone. Always end each 
conversation with a request that will better support your 
prospect to move closer to the next step that you perceive will 
be of interest to them. 

If they are familiar with the concept of network market- 
ing, stress: 


m Your company’s sizzle products 

m Your compensation plan, which has people earning sev- 
eral thousand dollars in their first few months in the 
business 

m Your 7-Step Success System, which will virtually guaran- 
tee their success if they follow it exactly 


You want your prospect to leave the call thinking, “This 
person is successful and committed to my success! He really 
cares about helping me be successful. If I join him and follow 
the system, I will succeed.” 


A Few More Words about Leap-Frogging 


Leap-frogging is an effective technique to support your 
prospects in realizing that they already know a bunch of peo- 
ple who would be perfect for building a business. Using this 
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technique allows you to bypass your prospects’ objections that 
they don’t know anyone who would want to do this while 
showing them that they do know others who will be able to 
succeed in building a large group. 

I like to go over four leap-frogging examples with my 
prospects, since my intention is to show that they can be ul- 
tra-successful by finding just four people who will also go on 
to find their four, and so forth. I suggest taking your prospects 
through four different occupations to ask whom they know 
who fits this description. For example, I might say, “Who do 


2? 


you know who(m)... 


= Needs some extra money? 

m Is entrepreneurial? 

m You respect and with whom you'd like to be in business? 

m Is a realtor? 

m [sa chiropractor? 

m [s a dentist? 

m Owns a pet? 

m Wants to retire early? 

m Hates their job? 

m Would love to stay home with their kids instead of having 
to put them in day-care? 

m Would love to travel more? 

m [s great with people? 

m [s in the military or retired military? 

m [s involved in sales? 


= And so forth. 


Remember to ask such questions that would bring to 
mind individuals you think your prospect might know. When 
they answer, “Yes,” say something like, “What’s the person’s 
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name? What do they do? Where do they live? How well do 
you know them?” 

Confirm for your prospect that the person they mention 
would likely know others who share this same common char- 
acteristic and would likely be perfect for their business. Say, 
“If you can get them to speak with me briefly, PII put them 
into your business for you!” Continue in this manner until 
you have successfully demonstrated that it’s not necessarily 
just the people your prospect knows but also those individuals 
those people know who will serve their business success. 

It’s now time for us to look in detail at the elements that 
will support effective prospecting conversations. 


Step 4: ENROLLINGc— 
THE POWER TO ENROLL: How To BECOME 
AN ENROLLMENT MACHINE 


The only way to have a friend is to be one. 
—Ralph Waldo Emerson 


ow is it that some network marketing distributors can 

enroll a very high percentage of their prospects 

while other distributors struggle with little results to 
show for their efforts? The answer lies in creating sufficient 
value so that the prospect understands the significance of 
the opportunity you are presenting and therefore wants to 
take part in it. While some distributors naturally possess the 
ability to create rich value, the good news is that anyone can 
develop these skills by concentrating on the areas I discuss 
in this chapter. 

As I’ve mentioned, when first introduced to network mar- 
keting in 1991, I possessed few enrollment skills. My nervous- 
ness caused me to talk at people and dump information on 
them. By doing so, I had no idea about what their world was 
like, what was important to them or missing in their lives, and 
how I might contribute to them with my opportunity. Need- 
less to say, my early efforts yielded minimal results. Rather 
than become discouraged, I decided to reinvent my approach 
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so as to create rich possibilities and extreme value for my 
prospects. In doing so, I began to pay attention to how I came 
across to them. 

By enhancing your own personal effectiveness, communi- 
cation skills, and your charisma factor, you will dramatically 
impact how others perceive your opportunity. In order to 
build a network marketing dynasty, there are essentially two 
critical areas upon which to focus. The first is massive and 
consistent action, persistently following up on all your 
prospects in a timely manner. The second is to create value 
and rich possibilities as you communicate to others the gift 
embodied by your income opportunity. 

Recall that massive action is best supported by a daily 
action commitment, namely a promise you make to yourself 
to speak with a certain minimum number of people each 
and every day. Initially your conversations will be predomi- 
nantly prospecting conversations, introducing others to 
your company, products, and most importantly, to your in- 
come opportunity. 

As you fill your pipeline with enough prospects, you'll 
want to add timely follow-up conversations to support your 
prospects in their evaluation of your opportunity. For some, 
it will be a fit. For others, it will not. Remember to always 
ask those who are not interested if they would be willing to 
support you by becoming a product customer. Also ask if 
they would suggest a few other individuals who might be 
open to evaluating your opportunity. When you ask, in this 
way, for three to five referral names, many of your prospects 
will be happy to oblige. For those who see the value and 
agree to get started, you’ll need to start training them, ei- 
ther individually or as part of a group. Depending upon 
their proximity to you, this training can be conducted in 
person or via telephone. 
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THE GOLDEN RULES OF 
ENROLLMENT SUCCESS 


Remember, your ultimate success depends not on how well 
you can make others do what you want them to do but on 
how effectively you can identify ways to contribute to their 
lives. With this in mind, 


1. Give up your right to force anyone to do anything just be- 
cause you want him or her to do it. Sales pressure, beg- 
ging, and coercion are of little value in this business. You 
may get some to sign up just to get you off their backs, but 
if they are to build a business long-term, they must possess 
self-motivation. Beggars are also not very attractive as 
business partners, so you'll want to always maintain a pos- 
ture that communicates: “Td love to have you join our 
team but I am not attached to your doing so.” 

2. Look to contribute value to your prospects’ lives. After 
hearing your presentation, do your prospects know that 
you are currently or will soon be successful in this busi- 
ness and if they join you, they will be as well? If you do 
your job correctly, your prospect should be thinking, 
“This must be my lucky day!” After all, it is a true gift you 
are sharing with your prospects and it would be a privilege 
for any prospect to have someone as committed as you for 
a business partner and sponsor! 


Let’s look closer at some conversational goals upon which 
you might focus. 
Create True Value 


Enrollment success depends upon creating great value for your 
prospects. Is your intention to have your prospects realize that 
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you are offering them some very exciting possibilities to ex- 
plore? You may want to first check your own belief level. Is 
your belief rock solid and unshakable with regard to the net- 
work marketing concept? Are you proud of what you do or 
might you be ashamed to some degree of being affiliated 
with a marketing technique that many mistakenly confuse 
with a pyramid scheme? Do you confidently see your com- 
pany as a vehicle to long-term prosperity and economic free- 
dom for at least the next 50 years? Are you absolutely 
convinced of the value of your products? Are you totally sure 
that you will be successful and that you know exactly how to 
support others to be successful? If the answer to any of these 
questions is not resoundingly affirmative, your prospect is 
probably sensing that something is missing for you as well. 
You may be saying the right words but your energy may give 
away your uncertainty. 

The best way to handle any lacking belief is to become 
convinced of the value of each aspect affecting your offering. 
Research the network marketing industry. Be able to distin- 
guish the great companies possessing integrity and the ability 
to impact people’s lives from the sleazy schemes that won’t 
be around a few years from now. Be sure your company fits 
all the criteria of a company you can be proud to represent. 
Get to know your product line inside and out. Learn and ex- 
perience the reasons it is extraordinary and worthy of your 
highest recommendation. Know that the income opportu- 
nity is totally sound. Speak with others who have achieved 
different degrees of financial freedom, thanks to your oppor- 
tunity. When you are so sure that you made the right choice, 
you will convey that belief to others through the energy you 
put forth. 
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Discover What It Is Like 
in Your Prospect’s World 


FLOP them! Ask about their family, where they live, their oc- 
cupations, and passions or hobbies. Be genuinely concerned 
about who they are and what makes them special. Offer a sin- 
cere acknowledgment if appropriate. Make a friend. When 
you take the time to build the bond before sharing your infor- 
mation, your prospects will be more likely to listen to what 
you have to say. 


Identify What Is Important to Your 
Prospects or Missing in Their Lives 


How can you hope to understand what would be of interest 
to your prospects if you have not taken the time to find out 
what matters most to them? Where is there pain in their 
lives? What’s missing in terms of money, security, fun, fulfill- 
ment, or freedom? How might your opportunity address any 
missing element? 

A good way to gain insight into what might matter most to 
your prospect is to ask, “If money were no object, how would 
your life be different from what it is today? Would you still 
continue to work where you are working now? Would you re- 
tire early or pursue a hobby or special interest? Would you 
buy a new car or house? Would you pay off any debt or buy 
any toys? Would you live where you currently do or move 
somewhere else? How would you be able to impact your fam- 
ily’s lives differently? Would you travel or play more than you 
presently do? What would change as a result of the financial 
freedom you had created?” By getting your prospect to dream 
a bit, you will gain insight into the areas that would make this 
a game worth playing for them. 
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Develop a Bond Based on Mutuality and 
Look to Contribute to Them in Some Way 


People like to work and associate with others who share things 
in common with them. The more areas of interest your 
prospect shares with you, the more likely he is to like you, 
trust you, and want to be with you. 

If you also can identify some ways that your income op- 
portunity might contribute to him or how your products 
might be a fit, you will be that much closer to developing yet 
another thing in common: your business. 

With insight regarding some areas in which your offering 
could contribute to your prospect’s life, you can now make a 
suggestion or request to support him in taking the next step in 
the evaluation process. Such a request must be in your 
prospect’s best interest, not just in yours! He must be able to 
understand your motivation for making the request. He must 
trust that you have his best interests at heart, because you’ve 
taken the time to get to know what they are. 

Let’s now take a look at how we might weave the preced- 
ing conversational goals into our discussion to maximize our 
effectiveness in the enrollment process. 


THE FIVE-STEP PROCESS 
FOR MAXIMIZING YOUR 
CONVERSATIONAL EFFECTIVENESS 


I learned to effectively direct my prospecting conversations by 
paying attention to the following five steps. In conversations 
where I covered all five areas, my enrollment success in- 
creased dramatically. Conversely, if any of the five steps was 
missing, the quality of the conversation suffered. I suggest you 
write these steps down on an index card and have them handy 
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by your telephone to ensure that your conversations cover 
each of these critical areas. 

Step 1: Create an opening to be heard. We create an open- 
ing to be heard by first listening to others. We do so as we 
build the rapport characteristic of the friendshipping process. 
As we make a friend, we establish an atmosphere of trust. We 
explore areas we have in common, thus building mutuality. 

Perhaps the first step in getting a conversation off to a good 
start is to be respectful of the other person’s time. Always ask if 
you are calling at a convenient time or if she would be better 
served to reschedule your conversation. Break the ice by first 
speaking about something you can identify about the person. 
Perhaps it is where she lives. You're from Maine and she’s from 
California. Maybe you'll make a comment about how great it is 
today that technology allows people to be successful partners 
on opposite coasts. Comment on how you'd love to be able to 
have a reason to visit California, especially during those cold 
and snowy New England winters. It really doesn’t matter what 
you talk about—just look for something to set a friendly, con- 
versational tone that supports your prospect to feel at ease. 

Step 2: Determine if your prospect is open to exploring if 
there may be a fit with what you do by getting permission to ask 
him a few questions. Do this before discussing your income op- 
portunity with him. By asking permission, you lower the 
prospect’s defenses as you ask those questions that will allow 
you to better understand his world. I might say, “John, before 
I explain about our company, products, and income opportu- 
nity, would it be all right if I asked you a few questions to get 
to know you better so that I might better be able to look with 
you to see if there may be a fit for you with what we do?” 

Upon receiving this permission, I might ask a second 
follow-up series of questions. “Can you please tell me a little bit 
about yourself? Where do you live and with whom? What do 
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you do for a living? What do you like to do in your free time, 
like on weekends and holidays?” 

A talkative prospect may take such an invitation to tell 
you all about his life story. You welcome this chance by 
asking follow-up questions and looking for areas of common- 
ality while further developing rapport. For more reserved 
prospects, you may have to hone in on an easy opening ques- 
tion. You might say, “Where do you live now and have you 
always lived there?” As your prospect answers one easy ques- 
tion, it sets the stage for you to ask another. Loosen up the 
conversational mood as you build further rapport. 

This line of questioning allows you to listen for what’s work- 
ing in your prospect’s life and what’s missing. What areas hold 
the seeds of discontent that could serve as openings to explore 
how your offering might contribute? A subsequent area that I 
like to ask about is, “Tell me about your reasons for wanting to 
explore an income opportunity.” Or alternatively, “Let’s say af- 
ter learning about our company, products, and opportunity, 
you decide to join our team. Let’s further say that we decide to 
partner together to achieve your great success in the next two or 
three years. How much money would you need to be earning 
after that time, on a monthly basis, in order to look back upon 
this day as the day when you made one of the best decisions of 
your life?” This question establishes the income level that 
would make your opportunity worthwhile for your prospect. It 
also tells him that you'll be working in partnership with him to 
support his success. It thus creates a positive expectation for 
achievement. It also sets up the next logical question, “How 
would this level of income impact your life? What would be 
different for you and your family if you were earning this kind 
of money monthly?” From there, you're equipped with plenty 
of reasons to begin exploring your income opportunity. 
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Step 3: Speak your commitment to your prospect in some 
way. You want your prospect to realize that she will not need 
to go it alone to become successful. In fact, you'll be there, by 
her side, to champion her every step of the way. By speaking 
your commitment to look without pressure or expectation on 
your part, you offer to explore if this would be something that 
would contribute to her life. Voicing your commitment to 
support her success by working hand-in-hand with her, while 
showing her exactly what it will take to be successful and then 
partnering with her in every way to make it happen, rein- 
forces this pledge. This includes speaking to her prospects 
with her, training her and them, and coaching her team to 
achieve success. For many serious prospects, such a commit- 
ment should be a hard offer to turn down. 

Step 4: Create rich possibilities that inspire action. As we 
have already discussed, it is our job to create value for our 
prospects. We will actually get paid in proportion to how well 
we accomplish this objective. When our prospects see a fit 
for the benefits we offer, believe they can accomplish their 
goals with our support, and are left with a positive expecta- 
tion for their success, they will be inspired to get started and 
to take action. 

Step 5: End by making a request that moves the conversa- 
tion in a forward direction. Requests are the tools that enable 
us to direct a conversation to a powerful conclusion. You 
know the value of your company’s offerings and what steps 
will best support your prospect to discover them. Most 
prospects will not know what to look for or where to get infor- 
mation to make an informed decision regarding whether your 
opportunity may have value for their lives. It’s your responsi- 
bility to direct them to see the value. Do this by offering sug- 
gestions and making requests. 
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To increase the chance that your prospect will comply 
with your request, consider the following key components to 
a powerful request: 


m Your request must be in alignment with your prospects’ 
needs, wants, and desires. It can’t be just about you, to 
make you money, or to only serve your needs. Speak the 
reasons for your request to help your prospect understand 
why the action you are suggesting is in her best interests. 
You might say something like, “Jane, I understand that it 
is important to you to be able to send your sons to the 
finest colleges. I know exactly how you can earn enough 
money to send both of them all four years. Would you be 
available some night this week to speak with my business 
partner? She’s assisted many people just like you to create 
lucrative incomes from home.” By explaining your moti- 
vation for making a request, you’ve given your prospect 
insight into why you'd like her to take a particular action. 
You've pointed out what’s in it for her. 

m Your request should have a timeline attached to it. Offer a 
choice of days for a next call. Ask if your prospect can 
watch a video by this Sunday night. When you put a time 
frame on your request, you ensure that it just doesn’t hang 
out there indefinitely. Contrast this with a request to just 
“watch a video.” Without specifying a “by when,” you 
have no idea how long it may take your prospect to get 
around to it. 

m Get confirmations from your prospect regarding your re- 
quests. With any request, your prospect has the option of 
either accepting or declining your request. He also may 
wish to let you know his answer at a later time. Or he may 
counter-offer with a reply that works better for him. For 
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example, you say, “John, would you be willing to speak 
with my business partner on ‘Tuesday night?” 
John might reply: 


Sure, let’s set up the call. 8 P.M. works best for me. 


No, I’m not interested in speaking with anyone at this 
time. 

I’m not sure what my schedule is like this week. Can I 
get back to you on Sunday to let you know if that day 
will work? 


I can’t make Tuesday but Thursday will work for me. 


Your job is to look for a way that you can support your 
prospect to take the next step, in a way that works for him. Dur- 
ing every conversation you have, ask yourself, “What request 
can I make that will support my prospect to take the next step? 
How can I create value for him to appreciate the request? How 
can I make the situation work well for everyone involved?” 

I assure you that if you take on these five steps to guide 
your prospecting conversations, while paying attention to the 
conversational goals we discussed, you will see your success 
ratios improve because more and more prospects will be able 
to see the same value you see. By doing so, they will decide to 
take action on your request because it is clearly in their best 
interests to do so. 


Step 5: TRAINING— 
TRAIN LIKE A MASTER INSTRUCTOR: 
STRUCTURES FOR SUCCESSFUL PARTNERSHIPS

DUPLICATING YOUR SUCCESS 
WITH EFFECTIVE TRAINING 


You're in massive action. You’ve become adept at the art of 
enrollment. New team members are showing up, regularly 
wishing to take you up on your offer to support their success. 
So let’s look at what training structures you can put into place 
to facilitate their advancement. 

At first, you may have lots of time available to train your 
new distributors to become familiar with all the products and 
go through the 7-Step Success System outlined in this book. 
However, as your business grows and you have new partners 
showing up who require your support on a regular basis, 
you'll be well served to put some structures into place to 
champion their success. If your company offers these struc- 
tures, commit to utilizing as many of them as possible while 
stressing their importance to those who join your team. If 
your company does not, get with your success-line partners 
and put together your own structure. After all, it’s up to you to 
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put into place whatever is needed to facilitate the success of 
your team. 


Company or Organizationally Sponsored 
Teleconference Opportunity 
and Training Calls 


Many network marketing companies corporately sponsor 
daily or weekly opportunity and training calls. In those in- 
stances where there are no such company-supported calls, it 
would serve the organization’s building efforts to have top 
leaders step up and host these conferences on a weekly, if not 
more frequent, basis. Often, scheduling an opportunity call 
early in the week that feeds new distributors into a “get started 
training call” a couple of days later works well. Some keys to 
such a system’s success include: 


m Communicating the importance to support the calls. 
Calls that are poorly attended communicate the wrong 
impression to new listeners that this company must not be 
growing! 

m The calls need to be high energy and interactive. It often 
works best when at least two leaders partner to co-lead the 
call, bouncing thoughts off each other. 

m To conduct a powerful opportunity call, the presenter 
could first share her personal story regarding when and 
how she was introduced to the company, products, and 
opportunity. Where her life was before her involvement 
with her network marketing company can be contrasted 
with where she is now in terms of happiness, fulfillment, 
fun, and finances. She can briefly speak about the vehicle 
to create wealth, namely (1) network marketing, (2) the 
stability and credibility of the company, (3) the unique 
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qualities and value of the products, and (4) the exciting 
nature of the income opportunity. She can then ask for 
some product testimonials and then request some income 
testimonials. 

Those distributors who share their stories and testimoni- 
als should stress the life-changing nature of the opportunity. 

The call leader should thank all attendees, acknowl- 
edging those who generously shared their stories or of- 
fered testimonials. 

Lastly, the call should end with a call to action, en- 

couraging prospects to get with the person who invited 
them to the call to further explore the possibilities and 
have all their questions answered. 
‘Training calls should follow along with the company’s du- 
plicable system. For those companies that do not have 
such a definitive outline presenting exactly what to do to 
get started, I suggest using the 7-Step Success System as a 
guide. Initially, the training calls should focus on estab- 
lishing the new distributors’ reasons for joining and edu- 
cating them on the network marketing concept. 

Subsequent calls might include a brief summary of 
the company’s compensation plan: (1) going over each of 
the products in detail to outline their benefits and target 
markets, (2) setting up the new distributor’s office, (3) de- 
signing an action plan, (4) creating a names list and sup- 
plementary lead sources, and (5) role-playing some 
typical prospecting conversations. 

The training call should stress the simplicity of the 
system. Using a prerecorded call to three-way in a 
prospect, offering a web site URL to visit, and suggesting 
a follow-up call with a success-line business partner are 
simple ways for even the most reluctant new team mem- 
ber to get started. 
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Local, Regional, and National Meetings 


Your organization will grow most rapidly when you are able to 
take advantage of a strategy to funnel your prospects and distrib- 
utors into local, regional, and national meetings. All company- 
approved meetings are promoted on all conference calls, in the 
monthly newsletter and bonus check flyers, on the corporate 
web site, and in all other communications to the field. Randy 
Anderson has built a dynasty utilizing this process of continually 
promoting the next impending event. Randy recommends the 
following strategies to make this structure work: 


= Encourage local weekly meetings in all areas where a 
leader can take responsibility for hosting them and grow- 
ing their attendance numbers. These meetings may be 
small at first, consisting of a local business builder who 
steps into leadership to invite a few guests or new distrib- 
utors. As the local group grows in number, each distribu- 
tor takes responsibility for inviting at least one new 
person to every weekly meeting. When the size of any 
particular weekly meeting reaches 15 or more, the group 
is encouraged to form a second local weekly gathering. 

As long as distributors continue to bring prospects and 
new distributors to these functions, the agenda can consist 
of a brief 30-minute opportunity introduction to the com- 
pany, products, and income opportunity followed by a 
training focusing on some basic element of getting started 
properly to build a successful business. 

The entire weekly meeting should take no longer 
than two hours. It should be held on the same day and 
time and at the same place each week so as to avoid con- 
fusion. These meetings are best conducted in the com- 
fortable confines of a home or office. 
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m The weekly meetings feed into the local monthly meet- 
ings. When these meetings are attended by at least 40 to 
50 people, they can be hosted in a hotel or function facil- 
ity meeting room. If they are smaller in size than that, it is 
best to conduct them in a home, office, or private restau- 
rant room. It is important not to convey the impression 
that the business is not growing by holding poorly at- 
tended meetings in a formal, large meeting facility. The 
monthly meetings can start off with a brief opportunity 
presentation to support any prospects in attendance. All 
local leaders should share the room setup, agenda out- 
line, and speaking assignments so as to edify everyone 
who has opted to step into a leadership role. The meeting 
should last between four and six hours and include lunch 
or dinner to add an element of fun and strengthen the re- 
lationships among attendees. 

m The local monthly meetings serve to funnel people into 
larger regional meetings. These meetings typically are 
conducted in a hotel function facility. They last an entire 
day and end with a social and dinner event. 

It is valuable for a top distributor or accomplished 
leader to close these events. The ability to come and listen 
to someone who is living the dream, thanks to the great op- 
portunity made possible by your company, is an important 
factor in stimulating interest and driving attendance. 

These meetings should focus on the steps to achieve 
success, with a goal of inspiring attendees to step into a mas- 
sive action mode. They should also highlight success stories 
and recognize the accomplishment of distributors advanc- 
ing in compensation plan positional rank and achieving or- 
ganizational growth. 

Distributors should leave these functions motivated to 
share in the success they witnessed others already realizing.

They should also be inspired to commit to attending the 
company’s national functions. 

m The national meetings are typically company supported 
and organized, though they may be conducted and head- 
lined by top field leaders. These meetings are often held 
in fun family resort locations, giving the distributor’s fam- 
ily a reason to join him or her and make the event a mem- 
orable vacation. 

Because these meetings have the goals of conducting 
trainings to equip distributors with important success dis- 
tinctions, acknowledge leaders achieving success, intro- 
duce new products and programs, and most importantly 
to build relationships, partnerships and belief, it is best if 
meetings span the course of two or three days. 

The intention of these events is to leave distributors 
with the knowledge of how to build a successful organiza- 
tion while inspiring their desire to go out and do whatever 
it takes to make this dream a reality. The most successful 
field leaders typically partner with the company’s corpo- 
rate team to make these events most powerful. 


By creating such a structure with meetings at each level 
that feed other meetings, distributors are given the knowledge 
needed to build a successful business as well as a system to 
eventually transform new distributors into accomplished lead- 
ers. At each level, distributors are encouraged to stretch and 
step into a succession of leadership roles. Having such a struc- 
ture also generates the excitement that comes from promot- 
ing the next impending event. 


Prospect, Enroll, Train, and Do It All Again 


It is important to stress the extreme value of combining train- 
ing with massive action. Doing so will avoid your new part- 
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ner’s thinking that she will need to know every aspect of your 
product line and business plan before she can step into ac- 
tion. The most successful training lessons result from feed- 
back that you will offer your new partner as she prospects and 
brings new people to the team. Be sure to let your new part- 
ners know that they have your full permission to mess up and 
fall flat on their faces. In fact, this is the most effective way for 
them to learn as they gather the successful distinctions that 
come with building a business. Many new distributors will be 
reluctant to make a mistake, thinking that they might blow a 
chance to enroll a great prospect. ‘To the contrary, there is no 
scarcity of prospects in the world. Competence and eventual 
mastery will result from trial and error and never-ending im- 
provement as part of the learning process. 

By giving your team members plenty of room to make 
mistakes, you'll be encouraging them to step into their per- 
sonal power. This power is greatly enhanced by your nonat- 
tachment to anyone needing to get involved. The posture 
you'll want to communicate is that you’d love any particular 
person to join your team—but the choice is theirs. You’ll do 
quite well either way. There’s no desperation and no scarcity 
of interested people who would welcome the chance to work 
with you in partnership toward their success. This logically 
takes us to the topic of personal improvement. 


Step 6: PERSONAL DEVELOPMENT— 
GROW AS FAST AS YOUR ORGANIZATION 
Does: CREATE STRUCTURES 
FOR PERSONAL EXCELLENCE

ou may recall that we credited massive action as half of 

the equation essential for success. Well, the other half 

concerns how attractive you are as a sponsor and busi- 
ness partner and how effectively you are able to communicate 
your ability to support your prospects to realize their dreams. 
This chapter focuses upon how to create structures that will 
support your personal development and effectiveness. 


IDENTIFY SOME AREAS TO WORK ON 


Even the most experienced and seasoned network marketers 
can benefit from a program that examines their personal 
strengths and weaknesses. 


Create a Personal Development 
Structure for Supporting Your Success 
You're in consistent and persistent massive prospecting ac- 


tion. You are honoring your commitment to speak with a 
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minimum number of prospects daily while following up with 
all interested parties on a timely basis. Let’s look at some per- 
sonal development structures you might put into place to 
gather feedback regarding how you can maximize your per- 
sonal effectiveness with everyone you speak. 


l. Rate each prospecting communication you have (1 = 
ineffective, self-absorbed, no rapport developed to 10 = pow- 
erful, rich value created, you’ve bonded with your prospect) 
with respect to how powerfully you guided the conversation. 


Making Your Conversations Flow Most Effectively 


Recall the five steps we discussed to ensure that your 
prospecting conversations are most effective: 


Step 1: Create an opening to be heard. 

Step 2: Determine if your prospect is open to exploring if 
there may be a fit with what you do by getting per- 
mission to ask him a few questions. Do this before dis- 
cussing your income opportunity with him. 

Step 3: Speak your commitment to your prospect in some 
way. 

Step 4: Create rich possibilities that inspire action. 

Step 5: End by making a request that moves the conver- 
sation in a forward direction. 


After each conversation you have, review each of the five 
steps to analyze how effectively you accomplished each 
point. Ask yourself, “What worked about my conversation 
and what was missing, which if put into place would support 
my next conversation to be more productive and powerful?” 

Start your analysis by focusing first upon Step 7. How 
well did you create an opening with your prospect? Did 
you develop sufficient rapport and discover what was 
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Making Your Conversations Flow (Continued) 


important to her or missing in her life? Did you uncover the 
seeds of discontent to which your opportunity might con- 
tribute? How could you have been more effective in break- 
ing the ice and creating an opening for your prospect to 
want to explore your offering without feeling pressure or 
obligation? 

Work on the elements you perceive to be missing so that 
your next conversation is more productive. Once you've de- 
veloped a degree of proficiency with this step, go on to 
Step 2. Ask yourself, “Did | get my prospect's permission to 
ask questions to explore how my opportunity may be a fit? 
Was | respectful of my prospect's time, or did | come across 
as pushy, arrogant, and intrusive? Did | dump information 
rather than ask questions to open up the conversation? Did 
I talk at this person, who had not yet agreed to look with 
me to explore a fit?” 

Again, rate from 1 to 10 how well you accomplished 
these objectives and how you can do so more effectively 
next time. If you realize that you dumped information and 
did not fully explore what was important to your prospect, 
feel free to go back and refocus on these areas. Say some- 
thing like, “Sally, | realized after we last spoke, | failed to 
ask you sufficiently about your goals and dreams. Let's as- 
sume that you agree to join our team in partnership and 
work with me toward your family’s economic freedom. 
How much money would you need to be earning monthly 
a few years from now for you to be able to look back on 
this day as the day you made one of the best decisions of 
your life?” Once you determine how much residual income 
your prospect wants to earn, ask, “May I ask you one more 
question—when you're earning this amount of money 
each and every month, how would your life and the lives of

your family be impacted? What would change? Would you 
buy a new home or car, travel more, work less, free yourself 
up to retire early, or put your kids through college?” You 
get the idea! 

Don’t step over your oversight. Go back and readdress it. 
Make a mental note to do so with your next prospect as 
well. Once you're satisfied with your progress in this area, 
work on Step 3. 

Ask yourself, “Did | speak my commitment first to ex- 
ploring a fit without obligation or pressure and then to my 
prospect's ultimate success? Does he know that | am on the 
path to success and if he chooses to join me, he can be as 
well? Does he know that I can show him exactly what it will 
take to reach the income level that will impact his life?” 
Similarly, with regard to Step 4, “Did | create such value 
that my prospect feels honored to have had me share my 
opportunity with him? Did | demonstrate to him, in simple 
terms, what it would take for him to be successful in this 
business? Did | effectively show him that he already knows 
several people who would be great in this business, and all 
he needs to do is set up a call for me to speak with them? 
Does he realize that he will not need to enroll a whole lot 
of people to be very successful in our company, just four to 
six business builders?” Again, rate yourself. Ask what's 
missing and commit to put these items in place for your 
next conversation. 

Last, look to see if you made a powerful request to move 
the conversation in a forward direction that will support 
your prospect’s needs and desires. Does she perceive your 
request as being in her best interest or self-serving to meet 
only your needs? Did you specify “by when” you are re- 
questing that she take action and did she agree to your re- 
quest? Have you set up a follow-up time to speak, so that 
you might support her to further learn about your company, 
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products, and offering to see if they may be a fit for her 
life? 

As you continue to analyze your effectiveness in each 
area, always ask yourself, “How could | create more value? 
How could | be more charismatic and effective in my com- 
munication? What's missing for me to have my skills reach 
the level of a masterful enroller?” 

Though this self-discovery will yield many productive in- 
sights, there will always be areas where we are unable to 
see our own limitations. Without requesting the feedback 
of others who are skilled in listening for what may be miss- 
ing in your communications, your conversations will likely 
reach a plateau in their efficacy. This brings us to our sec- 
ond personal development structure. 

2. Request that your sponsor or qualified business part- 
ner listen in on some of your calls or join you on some of 
your in-person presentations. Better yet, listen to or sit in 
on several other successful enrollers’ calls and meetings. 
Determine how they are able to move their conversations 
forward to achieve enrollment success. Pick up on impor- 
tant phrases, questions, and techniques that you might in- 
corporate into your presentations. Alternate observing 
others with having them listen to you. Consider their feed- 
back as possible places for you to look to improve upon 
your own presentations. 

3. Record several prospecting conversations. You can 
purchase an inexpensive telephone-recording device and 
cassette recorder that can be used to create these tapes. 
Make a few copies of each tape and ask three of your 
coaches or success-line partners to listen to them at a time 
when they can take detailed notes to analyze what worked 
about each conversation and what was lacking to have it 
come across as most powerful and productive.

4. Ask your prospects for feedback. Say something like, 
“John, | appreciate your speaking with me today and lis- 
tening to some information about our company, product 
line, and income opportunity. I’m working on my listening 
and communication skills. Would you mind giving me some 
feedback with respect to a few areas? | would greatly ap- 
preciate your candid opinion.” If your prospect agrees, ask, 
"Did you feel | was respectful of your time and opinions? 
Did you feel that | was interested in looking to see if our 
opportunity might contribute to your life, without pressure 
or obligation? Did you clearly understand how you could 
become successful in our business? Did you think that | cre- 
ated rich value or was something lacking in that regard? 
Would you like to share any insights you may have about 
how | could be more effective in future conversations?” 

Thank your prospect for her contribution. If she is glad 
to support your growth, you might take advantage of her 
generosity by asking if she knows anyone who may be in- 
terested in earning an extra income. 

5. Hire a coach. If you were a gifted athlete intent on 
qualifying to compete in the Olympic Games, you wouldn't 
consider not having a coach to champion your success. Why 
would striving to achieve great success in your business and 
your life be any different? A coach is a person who is 
trained to ask the right questions to get you to identify 
missing elements in these arenas. When these missing 
pieces are put in place, the result is a significant difference 
in your productivity, happiness, fulfillment, and your ability 
to impact others. Coaches go way beyond training. Training 
is about conveying information. Coaching is about gaining 
access to areas we are otherwise blind to discovering about 
our businesses and ourselves. Coaches cause breakthrough 
revelations by supporting us to explore the arena of what 
we don't know that we don’t know. They champion our 
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Making Your Conversations Flow (Continued) 


successes, our happiness, and our visions. Skilled coaches 
claim our goals as their own and act as our partners to look 
with us to see what's working optimally and what's missing 
that causes the results we are after to remain elusive. They 
listen to both what we say as well as to what is left unsaid. 
They do this by asking questions, exploring possibilities, 
making requests, and, at times, confronting issues that may 
need to be examined. 

The most effective coaches are familiar with and skilled 
in the arenas in which they offer coaching support. In net- 
work marketing, no matter how skilled a coach may be, if 
she has not built a successful organization herself, there 
are likely many success distinctions that she may be missing 
in this arena to properly guide your success and accom- 
plishment. An ideal network marketing coach will have the 
ability to train in successful methodology when needed. He 
will be well-versed in the art of how to maximize personal 
effectiveness, since so much about enrollment success de- 
pends upon how well we are able to listen to what's impor- 
tant to our prospects or missing in their lives and then to 
powerfully communicate the value inherent in our income 
opportunity. 

For a coaching relationship to be most effective, you 
must be willing to look with your coach at whatever areas 
he suggests without becoming defensive or argumentative. 
Coaches typically do not have the answers themselves. 
Those being coached do. It is by knowing which questions 
to ask that coaches are able to best support their clients in 
examining areas that conceal breakthroughs in their un- 
derstanding. Coaches bring out the best in others. 

Coaching in the personal development arena can offer 
access to unleashing personal power and effectiveness. Of

course, total confidentiality must exist to create the 
safety necessary to be able to explore any topic without 
fear of judgment or reprisals. Personal development 
coaching might involve such areas as impacting business 
productivity, enhancing relationships, achieving optimum 
health, creating wealth, or developing structures to 
champion personal effectiveness. True coaches are values- 
based and interact with those coached from a position of 
respect. At the same time, they operate from a commit- 
ment to rigor if that is what's needed to support some- 
one to move forward. Effective coaches are committed to 
excellence and do not step over issues because of a desire 
to be liked or to avoid uncomfortable topics. They see 
their clients as totally capable of achieving breakthough 
success in any arena by listening for what may be missing, 
that if put into place, would fully honor the person's 
goals and values. 


Many network marketing companies are blessed with 
competent coaches. Many also support personal develop- 
ment programs to champion their distributors to be their very 
best. If you’d like to explore a program to champion your pro- 
ductivity, success, and happiness, our company, the Center 
for Personal Reinvention, offers custom-tailored programs for 
individuals and groups.

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In reinventing yourself to maximize your effectiveness, what 
qualities will support your declaration as a leader? Ask your 
coaches and partners for feedback about what qualities they 
see would best support your effectiveness and productivity in 
each area.” 

Let’s take a few moments to briefly define and discuss 
each quality or area in order to provide you with better in- 
sight regarding how each might apply to enhancing your 
productivity. 


Authenticity is about how you come across to others. When 
what you say is in alignment with what you do and who you 
are, others perceive you as authentic. Authenticity comes 
from speaking in a conversational tone with an intention to 
communicate from your heart to the other person’s heart. 
Contrast this with the opposite qualities of phoniness, hype, 
or falseness. Are you looking with your prospects to determine 
if your offering may be a fit or are you trying to sell him some- 
thing he has no interest in considering? Might you resemble 
a sleazy salesperson trying to unload a broken-down, used car 
on a reluctant victim? Believability results from authentic 
communication and actions that display integrity. People who 
are believable avoid hype and exaggeration. They tell the 
truth responsibly, even when it becomes uncomfortable to do 
so. They follow through on the commitments they make and 
value their reputation over the convenience of saying or do- 
ing what’s expedient at the moment.

Discipline is about treating your income opportunity as a seri- 
ous business. If you find yourself often watching television or 
making excuses to get out of prospecting, you lack this trait. 
The best example of a disciplined business builder is one who 
consistently honors her daily action commitment—no matter 
what the distractions and circumstances. On those days when 
it is impossible to do so, she commits to making up for the 
lapse with additional calls. People with discipline choose to 
honor their commitments to their vision rather than to their 
comfort and convenience. 


Focus implies keeping your eye on the prize. It means ignor- 
ing distractions and effectively handling interruptions so they 
do not interfere with your achievements. During a conversa- 
tion, focus is necessary to effectively guide a prospect by ask- 
ing appropriate questions to support him in properly 
evaluating your offering. Having focus means returning your- 
self and your prospect to the topic at hand when it is obvious 
that you’ve strayed. 


Visionaries see the big picture. ‘They are not derailed by what 
they see as temporary challenges or interruptions en route to 
realizing their dreams. They inspire themselves and others to 
go after those things worth pursuing. They lead others to see 
possibilities in every situation rather than the limitations. 
They live out of a current, invigorating vision that empowers 
people by speaking what they are committed to achieving 
while challenging them to join in the quest. 


Supportive leaders are team players. They create win-win sce- 
narios wherever they go. They build relationships, empower 
others, and are champions of people and causes. In contrast, 
nonsupportive people are self-absorbed, with little interest in 
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putting themselves in the other person’s world. They fail to 
realize what their obstinacy is costing them in terms of gener- 
ating possibilities and building relationships. 


Inspirational people support others to see possibilities outside 
the box of usual familiarity. They are possibility thinkers, see- 
ing ways to make things work where others do not. They are 
card-carrying visionaries who inspire others to join them in 
their visions and to create visions of their own. 


Confident networkers know the value that their products 
and opportunity embody. They exude an attractiveness that 
causes others to want to join them and be in their presence. 
Confidence is born of belief in the gift they have to offer 
others. They share this gift with pride and positive expecta- 
tion. Because of their confidence, they are self-motivated 
to stay in action, knowing for certain that their success is 
imminent. 


Personal power results when one lives and acts in alignment 
with one’s values. It, too, is a result of the confidence that 
comes from knowing one has the ability to impact the lives of 
others. People possessing personal power are charismatic and 
able to champion others to believe in themselves and achieve 
the type of success that results when actions are in alignment 
with vision. They are proactive and take initiative instead of 
waiting for things to fall into place by themselves. They real- 
ize there will always be challenges that allow those with a 
lesser commitment to make excuses and wait until the timing 
is just right to act. By taking responsibility for everything that 
shows up in their lives and in their businesses, these leaders 
realize that “if it’s going to be, it’s up to me!” They realize 
they are the source of whatever manifests around them and so 
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they take it upon themselves to bring about the result they de- 
sire through bold actions. 


Vulnerability does not imply weakness or failure. On the con- 
trary, it’s the ability to transparently convey who one really is 
on a personal or spiritual level. Vulnerability is the result of 
speaking and acting authentically. There is no need to hide, 
cover up, or pretend by wearing a mask. Others get who you 
really are because your actions are transparent. The most ef- 
fective leaders possess a genuine humility that allows others to 
be comfortable in their presence. The opposites of vulnera- 
bility are callousness, arrogance, and defensiveness. One ef- 
fective way to let others in and express vulnerability is to tell 
something about yourself that shows your humanity. Perhaps 
you might relay a story or share an incident that supports oth- 
ers to see the softer side you may ordinarily conceal from 
view. Ironically, many times, those individuals unafraid to 
share their vulnerability are perceived as inspirational and 
stronger because they do not hide their flaws. They, instead, 
use them to make others feel comfortable around them. 


A willingness to sacrifice for the future is a quality essential to 
building a successful networking business. There will be 
many times when moving one’s business forward will require 
a concerted effort in the present, regardless of whatever dis- 
tractions may show up in life. Though it is wise to integrate 
life and business whenever possible, leaders, at times, will 
need to give their business priority over other distractions. 


The ability to bond with others is a prerequisite for developing 
effective relationships and partnerships. Lone rangers do not 
make dynasty builders! There is simply no way to build a 
large, successful organization without empowering others to 
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step into a leadership role. Empowerment comes from rela- 
tionship-building and inspiring others to be their best. Sup- 
porting others to get to know you, like you, and trust you will 
strengthen the bonds that make for long-lasting relationships 
and business partnerships. 


Leaders do not take rejection personally. They know that when 
prospects are not receptive to becoming involved in their op- 
portunity, it has nothing to do with personal rejection. Per- 
haps the timing is not right for the prospect or they may not 
see themselves being successful in building a network market- 
ing business. By not taking rejection personally, these leaders 
adopt an empowering interpretation that keeps them inspired 
to stay in massive action until such time as they identify 
enough other empowered, self-motivated leaders required to 
build their networking dynasty. 


An enthusiastic and contagious belief level is the fire that 
spreads from those possessing this quality to those they 
prospect and those who join their team. Possessing this uplift- 
ing and charismatic positive expectation results from a surety 
that one is now, or soon will be, successful and so will those 
who join this person’s organization. True belief comes across 
as an appealing and electrifying energy. It goes well beyond 
words alone to convey the genuine excitement that results 
from a certainty of achieving success. ‘Those who are able to 
communicate this level of belief in the brightest possible fu- 
ture attract others with a magnetism that is lacking in those 
plagued by doubt and reservations. 


An interest in personal growth and development separates 
those who make small, incremental advances from those who 
experience breakthrough performance levels. ‘Those who

commit to the process of constant and never-ending improve- 
ment in their lives and businesses are never content to stop 
learning and growing. They know that there is no arriving. 
The minute they forget this fact, they are back in the down- 
ward spiral that will kill their forward progress, damage their 
relationships, and remind them of their need to return to 
their commitment to perpetual growth and discovery. ‘This 
quality separates the know-it-alls from those who view life as a 
continual process of self-discovery. 


A high level of physical energy and a positive, upbeat attitude 
is important both from the standpoint of being able to sustain 
a busy schedule of prospecting, following up, training, and 
coaching as well as from the perspective of giving off an en- 
ergy that is attractive to others. No one wants to partner with a 
person who appears ready to nod off to sleep at any minute. It 
is too easy to mistake low physical energy for lack of enthusi- 
asm for what you do. An attractive energy level is upbeat but 
not frenetic. If you fear that your energy level may not be at- 
tractive to others, request feedback from your partners as you 
work on projecting a solid, empowering, and enthusiastic en- 
ergy to everyone with whom you communicate. 


A willingness to contribute to others and work in partnership is 
another attractive quality that will cause prospects to want to 
join us in partnership. People can smell a self-centered, me- 
first attitude a mile away. True leaders are happy to serve oth- 
ers. When our focus is on the success of others, we will be 
rewarded for our generosity of spirit tenfold. Prospects will 
clearly see our commitment to do whatever it takes to cham- 
pion their success and will want to take advantage of this gift. 
The opposite quality of “what have you done for me lately?” 
communicated in what we say and don’t say will repel others, 
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who will seek to distance themselves from such a selfish and 
self-serving attitude. Because success in network marketing 
demands a commitment to working effectively in partnership, 
those who shun this trait find themselves without support, 
making their task that much more difficult. As a result of a 
commitment to be a team player, we will be much more 
likely to attract other team players who model our example. 


Having integrity and the ability to make and keep commit- 
ments are important prerequisites for building trust. In- 
tegrity is simply walking your talk. People with integrity can 
be counted on by others to come through on their promises. 
Those lacking integrity will not be held in high esteem as 
leaders. Their word will be questioned and their ability to 
do what they say they will do will be doubted. After display- 
ing a regular pattern of failing to follow through on commit- 
ments, one loses credibility as others decide to stay away to 
avoid letdown. 


Compassion is the result of getting into the other person’s 
shoes and experiencing his challenges as if they were your 
own. People appreciate those who have compassion for their 
situations. Empathy or an appreciation for what another is go- 
ing through is not the same as sympathy, which implies feel- 
ing bad for another whom we hold as incapable of dealing 
with the adversity presented. We can have compassion for the 
challenges of others without buying into their excuses or lack 
of commitment. 


Possessing sensitivity allows us to be aware of the difficulties 
inherent in a situation. ‘Those lacking sensitivity are wrapped 
up in their own world, often at the expense of others. This 
negative quality repels others who see insensitive people as 
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cold, aloof, or unfeeling. Others will be more likely to want to 
work in partnership with those who possess the sensitivity of 
appreciating the challenges and limitations of others. 


Organized people are typically productive people. Those 
lacking organizational skills frequently drop the ball and let 
others down because they are unable to effectively manage 
and honor their commitments. Organizational skills are nec- 
essary to make the most effective use of time. Often, those 
lacking these skills simply require a support structure to assist 
them in their ability to lend order to their lives and busi- 
nesses. Such structures may include adding a PalmPilot, day 
planner, contact software, filing system, or other reminder or 
organizational system to set priorities and add a degree of or- 
der to replace chaos. Becoming organized means gaining 
clarity about your priorities and taking responsibility for 
recording them, classifying them, and honoring them. 


Being at peace conveys energy conducive to having others 
want to be around you. On the contrary, nervousness, worry, 
fear, sadness, and anger repel others. Leaders who project this 
positive and attractive energy possess a positive self-image. 
Their high self-esteem supports them in handling rejection 
and not taking things personally while attributing positive in- 
terpretations to things that people say and do that allow them 
to remain upbeat and empowered rather than reactive and 
easily discouraged. ‘Those who are at peace know that there 
are always valuable lessons to be learned at all times and with 
all matters. By trusting that things work out for the best and 
knowing that there is wisdom behind all worldly happenings, 
it serves us to trust that we will be fine in the end and can go 
about our days with the peace and serenity that come from 
this knowledge. 
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Consistency in network marketing refers to regularly repeated 
actions that will support a desired result. The best example of 
a consistent action plan is a daily action commitment, namely 
a pledge to engage in a minimum number of conversations 
on a daily basis. Persistency implies tenacious follow-up. It is 
such a commitment to follow-up and follow through that will 
produce the greatest returns. Consistency (daily new 
prospecting conversations) without persistency (following up 
until obtaining a yes, no, or try me later—or at least six at- 
tempts to connect with a prospect)—will not produce the 
maximum number of enrollments possible. You will find that 
some of your most productive leaders will result from the per- 
sistency of a fourth, fifth, or sixth contact attempt. 


Being teachable and coachable is a necessary element of dupli- 
cation, and duplication is necessary for the maximum growth 
of an organization. ‘Teachable team members are open to 
learning about and implementing processes that work. Coach- 
ability refers to an openness to listen to and consider feedback 
to explore ways to be more effective with people and more pro- 
ductive in growing the business. I invite people resistant to be- 
ing trained or coached to give it their best shot in their own way 
and when they are ready to take on a proven system that works 
to let me know. In the meantime, I will make myself available 
to speak with any of their prospects via a three-way call. It is 
only when they decide to follow a proven methodology that I 
will work closely in a coaching relationship with them. 


Being interested in others and aware of the need to empower 
them is an essential component for building leaders. We 
must be sincerely interested in their well-being, while will- 
ing to commit to their success, not just our own. When we 
seek to manipulate or control others, we make them small 
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and dependent upon us for their confidence and power. 
Since our income in network marketing is usually propor- 
tional to the number of leaders we empower to step into a 
leadership role of their own, failure to make others great will 
dramatically impact our bottom line. 


An ambitious and burning desire to succeed together with an 
entrepreneurial nature will support people to do whatever is 
necessary to build a huge networking business. However, be 
aware that desire alone without a positive expectation to suc- 
ceed will not be sufficient to manifest success. Desire alone 
represents the wanting of something that is currently missing 
or not yet attained. Look at how many people want to be rich 
and happy but are poor and miserable, instead! Consider how 
many overweight people want to be thin. Wanting or desiring 
alone, without a positive expectation focuses on the absence 
of what is desired rather than on the belief in its ultimate man- 
ifestation. So to be most empowering, combine a burning de- 
sire with an unshakable belief in the end result you seek. 


Commitment to achieving a result is certainly one of the most 
critical qualities essential for success in network marketing. 
We are all committed to something. But that something is of- 
ten our comfort or convenience, rather than doing whatever 
it takes to generate a desired result. I like to picture myself 
standing at a fork in the road. On the left-hand path lies the 
path of least resistance, the easy way out. It often represents 
the choices of looking good or of being liked over saying what 
needs to be said in a responsible manner to ensure we are 
heard. It may mean doing what we feel like doing instead of 
honoring our commitment to our vision and to staying in 
massive action. It may mean lying or stepping over the truth 
instead of doing the right thing and speaking our truth re- 
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sponsibly. In contrast, the right-hand path represents the path 
of heart, the road to our dreams’ fulfillment. Moment by mo- 
ment, we have the ability to recognize our chance to choose 
and decide deliberately to follow the path that will support 
our goals and vision, instead of our comfort. As a key part of 
your personal development plan, pay attention to the many 
opportunities you have daily to select the path of heart rather 
than the path of convenience. You will successfully develop 
this skill by continually recognizing your ability to choose and 
then acting in alignment with your commitments. 


Being a good listener with good communication skills is critical to 
leaving our prospects with a sense that they have been heard 
and honored. Being a good listener means both asking insight- 
ful questions and then quietly listening to what the person has to 
say without interrupting. Successful networkers listen to what 
others say, and, just as importantly, listen to what they do not 
say. They are highly intuitive. Often, by reading between the 
lines and paying attention to the unspoken communication, we 
can derive our greatest insights into where our prospects are in 
the discussion. We are always listening to something. However, 
too often that something is the frenetic chatter going on in our 
own brains, instead of what our prospects are really saying. To 
be a good listener, all it takes is to recognize when you are not 
listening and simply to return yourself to your commitment to 
listen attentively. Good listeners do not simply dump informa- 
tion upon their prospects. They do not talk at others but speak to 
them, ever mindful of not cutting them off or of stepping over 
their concerns, questions, and statements. *

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To create your own personal development structure to 
support your business success, start by selecting your top 5 to 
10 areas upon which to focus. Use the same structures we 
previously discussed to gauge your improvement on a daily 
basis. Decide to work on one quality at a time, starting with 
those traits you believe would make the greatest impact on 
your business if you were to master them. After each conver- 
sation you have, rate yourself with respect to how well you 
manifested that particular quality. Ask yourself, “How can I 
enhance my next conversation by addressing this area?” 
Look also at those skills where you are not yet proficient. De- 
clare yourself a novice in these areas and decide to work to- 
ward the goal of eventually developing mastery in each area. 
Always ask yourself, “What may be missing, that if put into 
place, would enhance this trait or area of development?” 
Success in taking on the positive traits you discover to be 
missing is as simple as recognizing when the particular qual- 
ities are absent and taking bold action to focus on putting 
them into place. 


Personal Development Means Having 
the Ability to Generate Positive 
Interpretations on an Ongoing Basis 


Success in network marketing is often due to how well we re- 
spond to the rejection and other daily challenges that assault 
our belief level and threaten to throw us off track. It’s rarely 
the actual words or situation that throws us into a tailspin. 
Rather, it’s how we react to these words and events. ‘The way 
in which we interpret another’s statements and the meanings 
we attribute to those problematic situations present for us the 
real challenge. If you find yourself too often at the mercy of 
your negative emotions, that is, being angry, sad, or afraid, 
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please pay close attention to this section! Your ability to be 
seven-feet tall and bulletproof in dealing with whatever prob- 
lems may arise is often a function of how well you execute the 
3 R’s: Recognize, Release, and Reinterpret. 


Recognize! The key to maximizing your personal power of- 
ten begins with your ability to recognize the opportunity to stop 
for a moment, evaluate your possible responses to any situation, 
and then act in a manner that reflects your personal power and 
effectiveness. This is often different from the way you would 
usually respond to such an occurrence in the heat of the mo- 
ment. Your power begins by first recognizing your ability to not 
react to a stimulus but instead to deliberately respond in a man- 
ner that supports you. Reacting usually is the sort of behavior 
consistent with a mood of anger, fear, or sadness. The mood is 
your red flag to stop and to recognize that you now have an op- 
portunity to step into your power. According to Mike Smith of 
Bridgequest, anger is most people’s predominant mood. If this is 
true for you, you will be well served to recognize when your 
anger flares up! It will be your cue to take the next step, which is 
to release the emotion. If you are one of those individuals who 
go quickly to the emotion of fear, recognizing this emotional 
flag will give you a warning sign to catch yourself in the act of 
being afraid. Similarly, if your predominant emotional reaction 
to stressful events is sadness, this emotion will signal your oppor- 
tunity to choose your next actions wisely. 


Release! Once you've identified your opportunity to no- 
tice your reactive emotion of anger, fear, or sadness, you can 
decide to deliberately release this emotion and the accompa- 
nying interpretation that has brought it about. Again, it’s usu- 
ally not the exact words that someone says or the action that 
takes place that brings about your anger, sadness, or fear. It’s 
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instead the meaning that you attribute to these words or ac- 
tions. You make up interpretations that make you angry, sad, 
or afraid. 

For example, in speaking with your prospect, he may say, 
“Is this one of those pyramid schemes?” For some, this ques- 
tion will evoke anger. You may think, “How dare he accuse 
me of being involved with an illegal, sleazy pyramid 
scheme!” For others, it may generate fear. You may think, 
“Does he know something I do not? Can I get into trouble?” 
For others still, this question might bring about the emotion 
of sadness. “Here’s yet another person who’s finding a reason 
to reject me!” 

Let’s analyze what happened a bit closer. Mr. Prospect 
simply asked a question. Perhaps he was involved in a pyra- 
mid scheme at one time and lost money or got into trouble 
with the law. Perhaps he was testing our knowledge of our op- 
portunity. Maybe he was looking for a way to make some fast 
money and was excited about this possibility. Maybe he was 
afraid you were going to ask him to spend money, and he was 
looking for an excuse to give him a way out. You simply do 
not know his motivation. So do not make something up that 
causes you to be angry, sad, or afraid! Release the mood you 
feel coming on along with the interpretation you created that 
resulted in the generation of your mood. 


Reinterpret. Since we can’t possibly know exactly what 
your prospect meant by his question, let’s give him the ben- 
efit of the doubt and reinterpret it in such a way that allows 
us to further explore it, while remaining mood-free. We 
might take the interpretation that the prospect is interested 
in getting involved and is simply asking questions to estab- 
lish the company’s legitimacy. We might further interpret 
that he is providing us with an opportunity to listen to his

concern and to educate him about the sterling reputation of 
your company and opportunity. We might see his question 
as a legitimate fear that he wants to resolve so he can move 
forward to the next level. Since we do not know what it’s like 
in his world, we can’t possibly know the true source of his 
question. So let’s reinterpret it in a way that allows us to re- 
tain our power by gaining clarity about what his inquiry is 
all about. We might define his objection and say something 
like, “Tell me a bit more about your concern. Have you had 
a bad experience before with a pyramid scheme?” Or we 
might embellish his objection and say, “That’s a great ques- 
tion! I also was concerned about the legitimacy of the op- 
portunity when it was first presented to me. After all, there 
really are so many sleazy schemes out there! The last thing 
Pd want to get involved with is a company that is lacking in- 
tegrity even the slightest bit.” By not reacting emotionally, 
you can now maximize your ability to address your 
prospect’s concern without the baggage of responding from 
a state of anger, fear, or sadness. 

You will have ample opportunities in your network mar- 
keting business and in your daily life to recognize the op- 
portunity to release an emotion that does not serve your 
personal power. Reinterpret your situation in such a way 
that you are personally empowered to respond in a manner 
that best serves your happiness, productivity, and effective- 
ness in communication. As you go about your day, notice 
when you become angry, sad, or afraid. Separate the facts 
regarding what was said or done from what meaning you at- 
tributed to these words or deeds. Create a new interpreta- 
tion that has no negative emotions attached to it. This new 
meaning will keep you in relationship with the other per- 
son by giving her the benefit of the doubt. Your commit- 
ment to recognize the opportunity to respond to situations 
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without the emotional baggage that diminishes your per- 
sonal power will support effective communication and suc- 
cess in your business and relationships. *

Reinventing ourselves, our relationships, and our percep- 
tions are the results of a never-ending commitment to our own 
personal magnificence and to that of others. It is made possi- 
ble through the acquisition of approximately 50 key principles 
that cause people to begin to view life and people in an en- 
tirely different way. When people really get these principles, 
their lives, relationships, and new possibilities for break- 
throughs show up from a totally fresh perspective. ‘Through 
the use of cutting edge technology as a vibrant basis for learn- 
ing, growing, and acting, the Center for Personal Reinvention 
is successful in shifting how life shows up for people by sup- 
porting them to self-discover these life-changing principles.

Step 7: STEPPING INTO LEADERSHIP: 
THE KEYS TO DEVELOPING OTHER 
SELF-IMIOTIVATED LEADERS 


If I have seen farther than others,

ermit me to expound upon my story as it relates to the 

topic of leadership. As I’ve shared, when I was first intro- 

duced to network marketing, I was a full-time dentist op- 
erating my own successful practice. Although I was proficient 
at the art of dentistry and running a practice, I considered my- 
self anything but a leader. My shyness was responsible for my 
self-imposed isolation. I hid within the walls of my office. I was 
so determined to protect myself from the discomfort of meet- 
ing new people and expanding my social circles by attending 
dental functions that I opted to satisfy my continuing educa- 
tion requirements by mail. Not only would I not consider my- 
self a leader back then, but the truth is I made a pretty poor 
follower as well! 

At the same time, I was intrigued by the possibility of cre- 
ating a lifelong residual income to replace my six-figure den- 
tal income. ‘To my dismay, I soon discovered that building the 
type of impressive network marketing dynasty necessary to 
generate the level of income I would need to transition out of 
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dental practice required skills (and courage) that I knew were 
missing from the cozy, safe, and sheltered box I had con- 
structed around my personal world. I came to the realization 
that I would need to reinvent myself and step into a leader- 
ship role in my newly chosen profession of network market- 
ing if I had any chance of realizing my dreams. 

With this commitment fueling my actions, I mustered the 
courage to enroll in a yearlong program to reinvent the per- 
son I had become over the previous 35 years. ‘That program 
has since turned into a never-ending commitment to personal 
development for those I champion who desire to be their very 
best, as well as for me. I decided after that first year that I 
would commit my life to not only being a good follower and 
perpetual student but also to declare myself a leader in the 
arenas of personal development and network marketing. As a 
result of this decision, I was able to build a successful organi- 
zation with a multimillion dollar asset-value by showing oth- 
ers how to do the same. My success began when I made the 
decision to step into leadership. 

I share this story to stress the simple fact that if I could 
transform myself from being an introverted, deeply resigned 
dentist who “couldn’t lead three people in silent prayer” to a 
successful author, speaker, trainer, and coach, anyone can 
transform who decides to adopt the same principles that sup- 
ported my own reinvention. 

Stepping into a leadership role always begins with a deci- 
sion to do so. No matter what evidence we may have accumu- 
lated to convince ourselves to the contrary, we all possess the 
power to be transformed into self-declared, empowered lead- 
ers whenever we decide to take the leap. How do you take this 
leap? The same way you jump off a mountain. You just do it! 

For a leader, the decision to lead is always followed by a 
declaration. We each possess the personal power to declare 
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our new commitment to leadership. The decision to lead is 
never contingent upon our past. Most of us can prepare a 
pretty strong case backed by all sorts of disempowering evi- 
dence to support that we are not leaders. By boldly declaring 
our new commitment to lead, we now get to determine ex- 
actly what leadership will look like for us. We can take re- 
sponsibility for formulating a clear and compelling vision of 
how our leadership will manifest into the world. We also get 
to envision the results of this leadership and the effect it will 
have on the lives of others and on the world at large. 

Leadership means that we are committed to powerfully 
acting in alignment with our commitments and vision. (This 
is yet another reason for clarifying, reading daily, and fre- 
quently speaking the inspirational vision we crafted in Step 
#1.) Contrary to our cultural paradigm, leaders often do not 
have all the answers. Many times, they simply need to risk 
and act from their values, in line with the results they desire 
to manifest. As self-appointed leaders, we can ask ourselves, 
moment-by-moment, “What would a leader do in this situa- 
tion?” By asking this question, we decide to act in a manner 
congruent with how we see ourselves —as leaders! 

In our network marketing businesses, we can apply these 
principles to step into leadership whenever we choose. No ev- 
idence is required to support this decision. Our decision to 
lead is not based upon volume or company position. Our de- 
cision to step into leadership results simply from a courageous 
commitment to act as a leader on a continual basis. 


THE ELEMENTS OF NETWORK 
MARKETING LEADERSHIP 


As network marketing leaders, let’s examine some compo- 
nents critical to effective leadership. 
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1. At the foundation of any decision to lead lies a clear 
and compelling vision. Your vision as a successful network 
marketing leader will encompass every aspect of your life and 
business. It will include a clear and motivating representation 
of the person you have decided to be. It will honor your most 
important values and reflect the manifestation of your life 
purpose as you share your unique gifts with the world. When 
you live your vision, your days will be spent in choice. As a re- 
sult, you will manifest those things into reality that results 
from accomplishing the ideals most important to you. Your 
vision will serve to motivate you to overcome all challenges 
and to do what’s necessary to achieve the success you desire. 
Powerful visions are most effective when spoken at every op- 
portunity. By speaking your vision, you will inspire others to 
want to join you in its accomplishment. You will also inspire 
many to create visions of their own, moved by your example. 
Your life will become an example of how a positive expecta- 
tion can empower others to achieve breakthrough results in 
their network marketing businesses and in their lives. 

As a network marketing leader, you will become prof- 
cient in showing people how to think outside the box to mani- 
fest great possibilities in their lives. As you incorporate vision 
work into your basic training, you will be sharing a gift that 
has the ability to empower and transform lives marked by res- 
ignation and suffering. You will inspire others to pursue their 
dreams with a newfound hope and expectation of success. 
More importantly, by teaching others to teach others to de- 
sign lives that work optimally, you'll be duplicating the gift of 
empowerment and contributing the tools that can form a suc- 
cessful foundation of accomplishment and leadership. 


Leadership Exercise: Write out in vivid detail what your ex- 
pectations for leadership in your business will look like. 
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2. Leaders execute bold action plans that move their lives 
and businesses in a forward manner. Visions without actions 
are not really visions after all; they are wishful hopes void of 
the power of commitment and positive expectation. Leaders 
take responsibility for manifesting their visions by formulating 
specific, detailed, and grounded action plans that will bring 
them about. They continually evaluate whether their actions 
are sufficient in quantity and effective enough in quality to 
make their visions come true. Network marketing leaders are 
well-served to evaluate the efficacy of their actions on a 
weekly basis and make the adjustments necessary to realize 
their goals. They know that in order to inspire others and gen- 
erate a result, their actions must be consistent over time and 
persistent in frequency. Successful networking leaders know 
their enrollment ratios—how many prospects they will need 
to speak with, on average, in order to identify and develop an 
on-fire, do-whatever-it-takes leader. ‘They execute a long-term 
action commitment to speak with a minimum number of 
prospects about their business every day so that, based upon 
their success-ratios, they will bring about the number of new 
leaders necessary to build a business dynasty. 


Leadership Exercise: What specific daily action commit- 
ment will you undertake for the next 90 days? What actions 
are necessary for you to experience a breakthrough in your 
business growth? 


3. Leaders possess an unshakable belief in their ultimate 
success and in the success of those who join them in part- 
nership to follow a grounded, detailed action plan. This be- 
lief comes across to others as infectious, enthusiastic, and 
inevitable. ‘True leaders possess the ability to inspire this cer- 
tainty of future accomplishment to their prospects and team 
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members. They know and teach their partners that a positive 
expectation of success in building their network marketing 
dynasties will generate sufficient self-motivation to manifest 
this goal into reality. ‘They also know that the opposite is also 
true: When one expects to fail, this expectation generates 
self-sabotage and resignation, eventually resulting in quit- 
ting and an interpretation of failure. Either way, belief pro- 
duces a self-fulfilling prophecy. Because of this knowledge, 
by virtue of their actions, leaders instill belief in the network 
marketing concept, their company, products, income oppor- 
tunity, and in their own leadership abilities and those of 
their partners. 


Leadership Exercise: Identify any areas where your own be- 
lief level is inconsistent with building a network marketing 
dynasty. Consult with your coaches to put any missing ele- 
ments into place to solidify your expectation of success. 


4. The most effective network marketing leaders display a 
transparent authenticity and attitude of service that endears 
them to those who partner with them. Leaders walk their talk 
by demonstrating that their actions are consistent with their 
promises. They build trust and credibility as they prove they 
can be counted upon by demonstrating their commitment 
time and again to the success of their partners. Effective net- 
work marketing leaders avoid hype, arrogance, and domina- 
tion. They, instead, choose sincerity, genuine humility, and a 
commitment to champion and serve others. ‘They know that 
projecting a false fagade diminishes their personal effective- 
ness and ability to manifest their intended results on an orga- 
nizational basis. They work on effectively listening to others, 
always looking for ways to better impact their ability to 
achieve success and realize their dreams. 
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Leadership Exercise: How does your own leadership style 
limit your personal effectiveness? What qualities will you 
seek to develop to enhance your ability to impact others? 


5. Successful network marketing leaders duplicate 
themselves by empowering others to step into a leadership 
role at every opportunity. They make others great, never 
small through manipulation or condescension. They do 
this through making powerful requests that have others see 
new possibilities that they may not have previously seen for 
themselves, always stretching them to grow outside their 
comfort zones. 

Effective leaders become proficient at the art of acknowl- 
edgment, always on the lookout to catch others doing some- 
thing right. They realize that their own success depends upon 
their ability to champion up-and-coming partners to become 
even more effective and impactful leaders than they were. 
They know that there is no shortage of opportunities to build 
leadership. They are ever vigilant for ways to take a step aside, 
out of the limelight, in order to support another person to 
shine and gain recognition. 


Leadership Exercise: Take on the art of empowering your 
leaders to greatness. Make at least one request and offer at 
least one sincere acknowledgment on a daily basis with this 
objective in mind. 


Practical Steps to Taking On 
a Leadership Role 


Now that you have declared yourself to be a network market- 
ing leader, it’s time to seek out every possible opportunity to 
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stretch who you are and step into your leadership role. Here 
are a few ways you might begin. 


1. Be the source of leadership events in your local area. 
Commit to holding regularly scheduled weekly meetings at 
your home or office. If you do not have a home or office envi- 
ronment that lends itself to professional meetings, schedule 
them in a quiet room in a coffee shop or restaurant. It’s im- 
portant that you hold the meetings regularly, no matter how 
poor the attendance at first. The fact that others will see you 
as the local leader, taking responsibility for making these 
meetings happen, will help to establish your local leadership 
role. In the beginning, you might be the only person 
prospecting in your area and inviting others to attend your 
weekly function. As word gets out about your weekly meet- 
ings, more and more people will eventually attend and the 
numbers will build. ‘There will come a day when it will grow 
to the extent that your meeting will be best supported to break 
up into a second and then a third local meeting. This will 
provide you with an opportunity to champion your own lead- 
ers to claim their personal power and adopt this leadership 
role themselves. 

2. Volunteer to speak in front of the room at your local 
monthly and regional meetings. Perhaps you will take on a 
particular product presentation or speak about some aspect of 
your company’s compensation plan. You may start your pub- 
lic speaking career with a brief 5- to 15-minute segment on a 
topic you feel confident about addressing. Perhaps you might 
volunteer to be part of a panel, with each panel member 
speaking about a specific product or aspect of business build- 
ing. This is a great way to learn to field audience questions in 
a format that allows support from others in case you require 
assistance with some of the more difficult questions. No mat- 
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ter what your confidence level, commit to taking baby steps 
to support your public speaking confidence and ability to en- 
tertain, educate, and impact a crowd. Become involved with 
your local ‘Toastmasters organization to practice your public 
speaking skills on a friendly, supportive crowd. You might 
even interest a number of your fellow Toastmasters in your in- 
come opportunity! 

3. Commit to host and lead a weekly opportunity or train- 
ing call to introduce and support others in your growing orga- 
nization or partner with other leaders cross-line by opening 
up the call to your entire company. By becoming the force for 
others to get together on a weekly call, you will be contribut- 
ing to the growth of your own organization and those of oth- 
ers whom you will be inspiring with your leadership. 

4. Set up an accountability circle with three or four other 
distributors. These can be leaders in your own organization or 
cross-line in your company. Commit to reporting your actions 
to the other members of this “hot team” daily via e-mail or 
weekly with a group conference call. Follow the following for- 
mat in reporting your daily actions: 


m What is your daily action commitment (number of 
prospecting, follow-up, and acceleration conversations)? 
A good starting point might be a daily commitment to 
3/2/1, that is, three new prospecting conversations, two 
follow-up conversations, and one acceleration conversa- 
tion to move a prospect or new distributor to the next 
level. 

m Did you meet your commitment to have this many con- 
versations? If not, how many people did you speak with? 

m What worked about your conversations? 

m What was missing, that if put into place, will make your 
next conversations more productive and effective? 


EPILOGUE: TYING THE 7-STEPS 
TOGETHER TO BUILD YOUR 
NETWORK MARKETING DYNASTY 


he 7-Steps outlined in this book can serve as your road 

map to building your very own network marketing dy- 

nasty. As we’ve discussed many times in this book, suc- 
cess in network marketing ultimately requires the development 
of empowered, self-motivated leaders who implement and uti- 
lize systems that allow duplication of their efforts in champi- 
oning and supporting the success of others. 

Success ultimately depends upon leadership, and leader- 
ship always begins with the crystallization of a powerful and 
inspirational vision. A vision that truly motivates and inspires 
its creator and the people he or she will impact demands a de- 
tailed, grounded, and regularly updated action plan to bring 
about its realization. For a new distributor, such a plan ini- 
tially begins with a focus on prospecting, since speaking with 
others about the income opportunity is the only activity that 
will directly result in influencing a new organization’s growth. 
Prospecting success is both the result of consistent and persis- 
tent massive action and creating value through effective com- 
munication. When you are confident about the worth of your 
company’s income opportunity and effective at conveying 
this value, while being simultaneously aware of what is im- 
portant to your prospect and how your offering might best im- 
pact her life, you will become masterfully proficient at 
enrollment. 
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Once you are effective at attracting others to partner with 
you, you'll want to train them to powerfully communicate to 
others the value they’ve seen. This will enable them to dupli- 
cate your efforts. The means to dramatically accelerating and 
enhancing one’s personal power and communication skills is 
a personal development program that will support a leader’s 
effectiveness and power. The ultimate goal of such a program 
will be to support each individual to assume a prominent 
leadership role in the organization and to take responsibility 
for duplicating this entire process over and over. The result is 
a dynamic team of mutually empowering and personally em- 
powered individuals who are totally committed to the per- 
sonal and financial freedom of others. By following a 
duplicable success system, such as the one presented in this 
book, as you champion your team to identify and develop 
other on-fire leaders committed to massive, effective action, 
you will discover the secrets to building an ever-expanding 
network marketing dynasty. 

One last point to remember is in order here. Building a 
network marketing dynasty shares nothing in common with 
the many shady get rich quick schemes that serve only to tar- 
nish the reputation of the worthy, legitimate companies and 
their long-lasting income opportunities. Mastery in any pro- 
fession does not come overnight or without a proper apprecia- 
tion for developing the many foundational principles that are 
essential to erect an organization characterized by sound 
business-building principles and deep, lasting, committed, 
and trusting relationships. Success in network marketing will 
result from the process of simultaneously learning, doing, and 
teaching as you go. There will never arrive a time when you 
have learned everything there is to know. There is no short- 
age of people out there waiting for you to open the golden 
door of opportunity for them, ready to fall in. For these rea- 
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sons, I suggest you not delay in getting started on your path to 
building your dynasty, thinking, perhaps, that there is so 
much to learn before you can possibly be ready. Whether you 
are new to our great industry or if you have been involved as a 
distributor for years, decide today to declare yourself a leader, 
and begin to follow a duplicable system that will insure your 
success and the success of your partners and friends. Commit 
to becoming a perpetual student in the never-ending learning 
process of maximizing your personal effectiveness and ability 
to impact the lives of others. By all means, do not forget to 
have fun in the process as you share the potentially life- 
changing gift of network marketing with others. I wish you 
tremendous success on your quest.
